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POLISH APPEAL 
IN MAY 


Decision Announced at 
Deputies 


PROTESTS ON PALESTINE 


A Council for Polish Jewry is to be established in 
connection with an appeal for Polish Jewry which is 
to be launched shortly. This announcement was made 
by the President of the Board of Deputies, Prorressor S. 
Bropetsky (Leeds, United), when he presided last 
Sunday over a meeting of the Board at Woburn House. 

At this meeting also, a number of resolutions of 
protest against the new land regulations in Palestine 
were carried unanimously after they had been submitted 
to the Board by the President. 

Ihe President moved the report of the Executive Com- 
mitice. Among its contents were the following paragraphs 
and the resolution on the Palestine land regulations: 

The Committee considered proposals for the setting up of 
a Council for the relief of Polish Jewry under responsible 
and authoritative auspices and with the approval of the 
Board. A Sub-Committee was appointed to work out the 
practical details on the basis that an appeal would be issued 
at the beginning of May. 

The Executive Committee held an emergency meeting on 
March 5 to consider the situation arising out of the Govern- 
ment’s decision to prohibit and restrict land transfers in Pales- 
tine. It was decided to issue the following Statement: 

The Executive Committee of the Board of Deputies ot! 
British Jews, at a specially convened meeting on Tuesday, 
March 5; expressed its profound regret and dismay at the 
decision of His Majesty's Government with regard to the 
restriction of the transfer of land in Palestine. A request 
has been sent to His Majesty's Government to receive a 
deputation. 


The Palestine Resolution 


Following the debate in the House of Commons on March 6, 
a joint meeting of the Executive Committee and the Palestine 
Committee was held on March 13, and the following resolution 
for submission to the Board was adopted: 

The Board of Deputies of British Jews deeply regrets the 
introduction of regulations by H.M. Government involving 
the prohibition and restriction of Jewish land settlement in 
Palestine. Introduced at a time when the Jews, the first 
victims of Hitlerism, are suffering the most inhuman persecu- 
tion, these restrictions deal a cruel blow at the Jewish 
National Home. 

The new regulations force the Jews into a predominantly 
urban economy and bar them from the land in all but a 
narrow confine—one-ninetieth of the. land promised under 
the Balfour Declaration. The regulations are also injurious 
to the Arab economy. condemning the prohibited and 
restricted zones to economic stagnation, and the Arabs to 
Penury. 

Moreover, the regulations constitute a measure of dis- 
Ctimination against a section of the population on the 
grounds of race and religion, a principle completely alien to 
the British conception of. the fundamental rights of 
citizenship. 

This Board feels that the future of Palestine depends on 
cordial co-operation between Jews and Arabs. A marked 
improvement has been apparent since the outbreak of war, 
as instanced by their economic collaboration and by Jews 
and Arabs joining im a contingent to the B.E.F. in France. 
The introduction at this time of the regulations must ot 
necessity poison the atmosphere and endanget the develop- 
ment of these relations, and on this ground, too, they stand, 
in the epinion of this Board, condemned 

Further contemplated action is still under consideration. 


Decision on Polish Appeal 


Professor Brodetsky said that the matter of an appeal 
for the relief for Polish Jewry had been under consideration 
by the Executive at a number of meetings, and at the 
last meeting of the Board they were informed that a 
memorandum had been asked for on the question. That 
memorandum was duly supplied, and at a recent meeting 
of the Executive it was decided to proceed, and a Sub- 
Committee was appointed to work ou! the practical details. 
It was their intention to have an appeal for Polish Jewry, 
which. of course. would mean at the present moment. an

GUARD'S RETURN 
TO FAVOUR 


Rumanian Jews’ 
Forebodings 


STREAM OF NAZI 
ANTI-JEWISH PROPAGANDA 


The reconciliation move between King Carol and the 

“anti-Semitic tron Guard has aroused apprehension 

among the 900,000 Jews of Rumania, reports the Jewish 
lelegraphi 1 cern 

[t is teared that the inclusion of members of the Lron 
Guard in the Government. Party of National Rebirth, 
and possibly even in the Government itself, may result 
in new wave of anti-Semitic Oultrages trom which 
Rumania had been free ever since the Iron Guard was 
curbed. Nazi influence on the internal life of the 
country, it is also feared, may increase. Members of the 
lron Guard who had taken refuge in Germany. and 
other countries are already pouring back 

The German wireless on Saturday greeted the restora- 


tion to favour of the Iron Guard as opening up the way 
for intensification of Nazi propaganda in the Balkans: 
and it is significant that violent ‘anti-Jewish talks have 
been broadcast in Rumanian by the Vienna wireless 
station for some days. The Rumanian population ts 
urged to demand the ousting of the Jews from the pro- 
fessions, commerce, and industry. The broadcasts made 
use of the trial of Max Ausnit, the Jewish industrialist 
who has been sentenced to six years’ imprisonment on 
charges of infringing currency laws, to accuse all 
Rumaniin Jews of being rogues and swindlers. 


The Anti-Jewish Cloak 

Of late, German industrial concerns domg business 
in Rumania and other Balkan countries have been send- 
ing out, with their normal business letters, a special issue 
of the StUERMER and. anti-Semitic bulletins. German 
publishing firms have been enclosing with their sales 
matter free copies of anti-Semitic books and leaflets 
The STueRMER has been sent out in tens of thousands of 
copies to private addresses mn the Balkan States. 

Those acquainted with the technique of the Nazi pro- 
paganda machine considered this action to be the tore- 
runner of a big political drive by the Nazi Foreign 
Office. which habitually conceals its larger political 
objectives behind a screen of anti-Jewish propaganda. 

However, a statement issued in Bucharest by the 
official Rador Agency declares that the act of uncondi- 
tional submission by former members of the lron Guard 
cannot influence the unshakable guiding lines of 
Rumania‘’s domestic and foreign policy. The act of 
conciliation must not be regarded as a political compro- 
mise, but, on the contrary, as internal appeasement. Any 
change in the structure and policy of the Government 
is out of the question. 


JEWS RETURNING TO ACRE 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 

Proof of the returning friendship between Arabs and 
Jews is contained in a report that the Arab inhabitants of 
the town of Acre, north of Haifa, have invited the former 
Jewish residents, who left during the early part of the dis- 
turbances, to resume their residence. There are now five 
families. including a Shochet, in the town, and others are 
expected to come back in the near future. Arab notables 
have assured them of their complete safety.

appeal for the relief of Polish refugees who were outside 
e\ther the Russian or the German occupied parts of Poland. 
That appeal, it was hoped, would be under the auspices 
of the Community, and in order to make it as authoritative 
as possible the desire was to establish a Council for Polish 
Jewry which should be representative and which should 
give to the appeal the greatest possible chance of success. 

The suggestion, he went on, was that the appeal should 
be issued early in May, because it was their desire that there 
should be no clashing between this appeal and the one now 
being held throughout the country in connection with the 
Refugees’ Council. 

_ The discussions at that meeting of the Executive. added 
the President, led to a unanimous decision, and as far as 
he knew the negotiations with the various bodies con- 
cerned were proceeding satisfactorily. 

In order to enable the relief of Polish refugees to pro- 
ceed meanwhile, arrangements had been made for a certain 
sum of money to be available, so that in fact the work 
was not being held up. 

Mr Josern Me rer, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association), 
Chairman of the Foreign Appeals Committee (who was 
welcomed back after a long illness), made a statement on 
what was being done at the present time for the bene tt 
of the Polish Jews who had been driven into Lithuania. 

The South African Board of Deputies, he sad, directly 
after the war began, sent £8.500 at the British Board's sug- 
gestion direct to the Joint Distribution Committee for relict 
work in the Vilna district. To that sum they in Engiind 
had been able to add from moncys previously recetvev 
mainly from South Africa—-£8,300. In accordance with 
the arrangements established with the Joimt Distributim 
Committee, dating from the terme when the United Polish 
Appeal was issued, the J.D.C. had added to this sum pound 
for pound, so that altogether £33,600 had been made avail- 
able for allocation in the Vilna district. 

In addition, £1,000 had been contributed towards assistinz 
some 140 Polish refugees with the necessary pirmission 9 
emicrate from Lithuania to Palestine. 

The President moved the adoption of the resolution on 
Palestine. It was felt, he said. that this was a matter which 
was not entirely dissociated from the war situation, arJ 
therefore should be considered by the Executive Commitice 
set up to deal with matters arising out of the war. The 
resolution contained in the report submitted was adopted 
unanimously by the Executive Committee. A joint meeting 
of the Executive Committee and the Palestine Committee 
was held. and it was unanimously decided, after a long dis- 
cussion, to place before the Board this resolution. 


Amendments Moved 


After Professor Brodetsky had outlined the arguments 
against the land regulations and had pointed out the great 
injustice to the Jewish people in the blackest period of 
their history, Dr. Samvuet Daicues (Leeds, Beth 
Hamedrash) moved that the third paragraph of the resolu- 
tion be deleted, on the ground that while they all felt 
most keenly the present position in regard to Palesine. 
they should not say that the discrimination against a section 
of the population was on the grounds of race and reluyon 

Mr. THro H. Fricetstone (Cardiff, Old) seconded the 
amendment. 

Mr. Bagnetr Janner (Leeds. United) asked why the Jews of 
this country or of any other country should not say wh: 
they meant. There was no disgrace in speaking the truth. 
Was it not a breach of the fundamental nghts of citizenship 
in a land which by. the Balfour Declaration had beer 
declared as the Jewish National Home or in which there 
was to be a Jewish national home, that the possibilitigs of 
settlement should be so restricted as in effect to constitute 
a ghetto there? 

Mr. Nevitte J. Laski. K.-C. (Spanish and Portuguese), 
said he felt that the words were open to musconstruction. 
He thought tt was possible to construe those words as 
meaning that H.M. Government had deliberately brought 
forward those regulations in terms of racial prejudice and 
so on. -He did not like, he continued, the words “* poison 
the atmosphere” and “endanger” (in the last paragraph 
of the resolution), and he suggested that the last sentence 
should run: “The introduction at this time of the regula- 
tions must prejudice the development of these relations. 
and on this ground, too, they stand, in the opinion of this 
Board. condemned.” 


Discrimination 


Mr. L. Bakstansky (Lodzer) said there could be no two 
opinions about whether those regulations did or did not 
constitute a measure of discrimination against a race or 
rehgion. They did, and it was their duty as British citizens 
tO Say SO. 

Mr. P. Horowrrz (Dunk Street Beth Hamedrash) also 
urged that it was the bounden duty of the Board to point 
out that there had been a departure from British justice and 
from British recognised principles. 


Mr. F. M. Lanpau (Nelson Street Sphardish) moved an 


amendment to read: “ Moreover, the regulations, incon-” 


sistent as they are with the terms of the Mandate. constitute 
a measure of discrimination against a section of the popula- 
tion,” and there was another amendment by Mr. Goprrey 
CHERNS (Grand Order of Israel and Shield of David) to run: 
“ Moreover, the regulations can be held as evidence by 
traducers of England to constitute a measure of discrimina- 
tion against a section of the population.” 

Ihe Board agreed to accept Mr, Laski’s suggestion with 
regard to the last sentence of the resolution. 

After further discussion, the Board agreed unanimously 
that the third paragraph should read: 

‘ Moreover, the regulations, inconsistent as they are with the 
terms of the Mandate, constitute a measure of discrimination 
against a section of the population, a principle completely alien 
to the British conception of the fundamental rights of citizen- 
ship. 


The Presipenr then moved all the resolutions as changed, 
and the Board adopted them wranimously. 

The report was adopted. 

In the absence of Mr. A. S. Diamond (West London), the 
report of the Law and Parliamentary Committee was moved 
by Raper Dr. Samuet Daicnes. The report stated, among 
other matters: 

The Committee corisidered and approved a report of action 
taken by the Public Relations Officer on a number of matters, 
including allegations concerning the conduct of refugees ; alleged 
overcharging on the part of certain traders; and the work of the 
Central Committee for Pro®lems of Evacuation. 


Evacuees and Passover 

In regard to this last matter, the report stated that the Passover 
sub-Commiuttee of this Central Committee had received promises 
of contributions in ¢ash and kind which will enable it to provide 
for a full observance of Passover where it is possible to establish 
canteens, and for arrangements for Seder Services and the pro- 
vision of matzot m all other reception centres where there are 
Jewish children. The arrangements for the full Passover obser- 
vance are in the hands. of the Chief Rabbi's Kasher Canteen 
Committee, and the Seder Services are being arranged by the 
Joint Emergency Committee for Religious Education. . 

The Committee also considered a number of other questions 
having relation to Jews in internment camps; Jews in His 
Majesty's Forces: and the preliminary work of the sub- 
Committee appointed to consider the question of the method of 
representation on the Board and the Board's finances. 

Mir. Barnett JANNER asked that particular publicity should 
be given to the fact that the Board desired to express its 
strong support of the statements made from time to time in 
official circles that evacuees should not return to London. 

Vir. M. Gorpon Liverman. J.P. (Dublin, United), made 
a statement on the work of the activities of the Jewish 
Defence Committee, of which he ts Chairman. 

Since the last meeting, he said. the open-air campaign had 
heen definitely restarted on a limited scale and with some 
measure of success. They had attacked—and he used this 
term advisedly —successfully the campaign of calumny and 
misrepresentation against the Community, particularly the 
cruel and senseless allegations as to Jewish responsibility for 
this war. He must emphasise that this campaign would be 
a far more difficult one than in pre-war days. They were 
short of speakers, for the young men who were their stand- 
by in the days of peace were now almost without exception 
in His Majesty's Forces. and they must have volunteers to 
take their place 

There might be many. not only Deputies but in the Com- 
munity at large. who were over military age and had political 
experience and who with a little training would prove 
admirable speakers m their cause: He hoped to receive some 
suggestions for badly needed help in this direction. 


Two Million Leaflets 


in relation to literature. since the latter end of 1936, 
two mullion leaflets and pamphlets. covering a. vast field, 
had been printed, distributed, and circulated. They would 
like to congratulate Mr. Harry Samuels, the indefatigable 
Chairman of the Publications Committee, and his colleagues 
on this remarkable eflort 

At almost every meeting of the Defence Committee, went 
on Mr. Liverman, farther expansion of their work was under 
consideration. They had appointed a sub-committee to 
consider an extension of Ute vastly mmportant subject of 
Public Relations, 1.e., the problems arising from those catses 
of anti-Semitism described as internal. 

hey also had under review their liaison with the Provinces. 

[he report was adopted, as were those of the Joint Foreign 
Committee presented by Mr. Leonarp J. Srein (Anglo- 
Jewish Association); the Finance Committee, moved by Mr. 
LIVERMAN, and the Shechita Committee, moved by Mr. 
REUBEN LIEBERMAN (Brighton and Hove), in the absence of 
the Chairman of the Shechita Committee, Mr. Elsley 
Zeitlhyn (Capetown). 

In the report of the Joint Foreign Committee. after the 
situation of the Jews in Europe was fully commented on in 
the light of recent news, it was noted that in pursuance of 
the programme of work already approved by the Com- 
mittee, the Joint Chairmen and other representatives of the 
Committee had seen Government authorities and consulted 
experts on foreign affairs on a number of matters. Com- 
munications had taken place between the Committee and 
important Jewish organisations in France and America on 
matters of common interest. 


Polish Government's Policy 


in the discussion on the Joint Foreign Committee report. 
Mr. M. W. Dome (Order of Achei Brith and Shield of 
Abraham) suggested that the Board make a public state- 
ment on its attitude towards the present policy of the 
Polish Government now in France. That Government. he 
said, was avowedly anti-Semitic, and he did not see why 
they should be afraid to say so. 

Mr. L&ONARD STEIN replied that whatever they thought 
about some of the elements represented in the Polish Govern- 
ment, Mr. Domb’s description of the Polish Government as 
a whole was not justified. The whole subject had been 
raised at the last meeting of the Board (it was reported in 
THe Jewish CHRONICLE) and an assurance was then given 
that all those matters were being very carefully considered 
by the Joint Foreign Committee and its joint Chairmen. 
That assurance was given advisedly. The situation was 
being closely watched and the Board would realise that those 
questions were very delicate ones and required careful 
handling. They were interested in trying to arrive in this 
case at some sort of foundation for a future modus vivendi 
between Poles and Jews in a reconstructed Poland. In 
many influential Polish circles, Mr. Stein added, there were 
factors which were working sympathetically in that 
direction. 

The Shechita Committee report stated: 

The Committee recommends that approval be given to the 
appomtment by the President »f Rabbi I. J. Unterman of Liver- 
pool and Rabbi J. Rabbinowiiz of Sunderland as the provincial 
representatives on the Rabbinical Commission for the Licensing 
of Shochetim for the year 1940 in pursuance of his powers under 
the Slaughter of Animals Act (1933) 

_The Committee dealt with a number of other matters, including 
difficulues connected with the supply of kasher meat under the 


Government food control scheme and the alleged exorbitant 
prices of kasher meat.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK _ 


Dreams Unfulfilled 


To-morrow’s Sidra concerned with the Tabernacle has 
suggested a_text from a later Book (II Chron. vi, 8-9) 
on the building of a yet greater Sanctuary. “ But the 
Lord said unto David my father: Whereas it was in 
thy heart to build a house for My name, thou didst 
well that it was in thy heart: nevertheless thou shalt 
not build the house but thy son . . . he shall build the 
house for My Name.” 


When David had at last consolidated the kingdom 
and established it in security he felt the time had come 
to realise the great dream he had long cherished. But 
the prophet Nathan brought him the message that God 
did not desire David should build the Temple. The 
message was a bitter disappointment to him. for David 
with all his faults was a religious man, a man, i.e., with 
the love of God in his heart; and he intended the Temple 
to express his soul’s devotion to God. So Nathan. per- 
ceiving this, went on to say that God accepted the will 
for the deed, “ Forasmuch as it was in thy heart . 
thou didst well that it was in thy heart.” — 

Here is a message for all. For the unfulfilled ideal is 
not confined to the experience of David. There are few 
who have not shared his disappointment. We have had 
our dreams of high achievement, high service, but they 
have not come to fruition. We sought with all our 
power to follow the light, but the obstacles in the path 
were too many and great, and sadness holds us. In 
such a situation recall the text “ Forasmuch as it was 
in thy heart . . . thou didst well it was in thy heart.” 
In other words, we are better for cherishing our ideal. 
It may never be ours, but in planning and working for 
it mind was enriched and vision enlarged. Take again 
the case of David. He was long engaged in warfare, 
and war is a brutalising business. In war people are 
only saved from moral deterioration by great ideals. 
May we not say that in the present catastrophic conflict 
the ideals of freedom, justice, and fidelity to the pledged 
word are a cleansing and uplifting force in the lives of 
the Allied peoples? In David's case his lofty dream 
litted his mind above debasing surroundings and, though 
unfulfilled, kept the vision of God before him. 

Has it not been so with many? Perhaps few of us 
are what we thought we were going to be. . We see 
that some of our best dreams are not to be realised. 
Yet are we not the better for having held them? Have 
they not inspired our thoughts and sweetened our 
character? Surely to those ideals we strove to fulfil but 
could not we owe much that is best in us. 


But David's ideal was at last fulfilled by Solomon. 
And that was possible bécause not only did David make 
the plans and gather the material but because he kindled 
the fire in Solomon's heart and made him feel that his 
first work must be to build the Temple to God, The 
ideal David himself could not achieve he inspired his 
son to accomplish. 

So it has.been often. Many a man has cherished a 
dream that has moulded the lives of his children, or 
others not his children. He has talked of and worked 
for it, those others have caught the contagion of his 
devotion and, under more favourable conditions, have 
accomplished it. His ideal has given the world another 
high heritage and a later generation has made it its own. 

But a word of caution is necded—-against that con- 
dition which is satisfied with just the contemplation of 
an ideal. We may then be in worse case than if we 
never raised our eyes above the common round. And an 
extreme illustration is provided by one of the most tragic 
figures of the Bible—Balaam-—the man with the richness 
of vision but poverty of achievement. He “saw the 
vision of the Almighty and knew the knowledge of the 
Most High.” Yet this man who prayed that his last 
end might be like that of the righteous died soon after- 
wards with the guilt fresh on his soul of playing the 
tempter to foul sin! And is the following an unknown 
experience to ourselves? We sce our visions; we are 
touched by an ideal; we glow at some aspect of high 
duty or service; and then we indulge in some soft self- 
complacent feeling at the thought of seeing ourselves 
do it, although we never so much as put out a finger to 
touch it. Our dreams evaporate in idle sentimentality 
and we are left only spiritually the poorer for all our 
cherishing of dreams and ideals. But on us, to whom 
as a people the God-given vision was first vouchsafed— 
On us it lies to make that contrast ever rarer. , 

We are living in calamitous days when the Jewish 
vision of the rule of Justice among the nations has 
receded still further into the region of the Unfulfilled. 
Nevertheless we must hold fast to it and, under its 
inspiration, to the practice of all those spiritual and 
moral values whose ultimate victory has also been our 
age-long dream. “ Forasmuch as it was im our heart, 
it was well that it was in our heart.” And we know 
not how soon realisation may come. In the events 
recalled by the coming Purim Festival deliverance came 
when the outlook was blackest. Let us then not lose 
the vision nor slacken in hope and effort. If fulfilment 
be not for us we may, as David did for Solomon, help 
to ensure it for our children. For “ the Lord’s hand 
is not shortened that it cannot save. 


Obituary 


MR. SAMUEL UNTERMYER 


Famous American Lawyer 
A DEFENDER OF JEWISH RIGHTS 


A valiant defender of Jewish rights has passed away 
with the death of Mr. Samuel Untermyer, the famous 
American lawyer. He died on Sunday, after a brief 
iliness, at his California 
home, aged eighty-one. 

Samuel Untermyer was 
the son of a planter of 
Virginia, where he was born 
in the town of Lynchburg. 
His father served as a lieu- 
tenant in the Confederate 
Army during the Civil War. 
He was educated at the 
City College of New York 
and Columbia Law School, 
where he took his LL.B. in 
1878. Since his admission 
to the Bar in 1879, he had 
taken a leading part in many 
of the most celebrated law 
cases in America. | 
_ His conducting, as counsel, of the Congressional inves- 
tigation known as the Pujo “ Money Trust ” Inquiry, laid 
bare the financial practices of the early nineteen hun- 
dreds and opened the way for the passage of the Federal 
Reserve Act. 


Henry Ford's Apology 


His first big Jewish case was when he acted as counsel, 
in 1927, for the late Mr, Herman Bernsteirm in the first 
suit brought against Mr. Henry Ford because of anti- 
Jewish articles published in the DearBorN INDEPENDENT 
and later in a book under the title of “ The International 
Jew.” He secured a retraction and public apology by 
Mr. Ford and the withdrawal and destruction of the 
publications 

With the advent of the Hitler regime, Mr. Untermyer 
engaged in the organisation of an anti-Nazi boycott 
movement. He was founder and President of the 
American Anti-Nazi League, a post which he resigned 
only in April, 1938, owing to failing health, and one of 
the founders and President of the World Non-Sectarian 
Anti-Nazi League. 

“ Never in the last seventy-four years of my life,” he 
declared at the time of the foundation of the Non- 
Sectarian Anti-Nazi League in 1933, “has anything so 
disturbed my peace of mind as this succession of devilish 
pogroms aimed at the destruction of my long-suffering 
people in Germany, to cap the climax of the sacrifices 
they have made ‘and the agonies they have endured as 
the result of the war. My parents and their ancestors 
for many generations were born and bred on the soil of 
Germany. Nothing in my professional career has given 
me so much keen-regret as when | reflect upon the aid 
I rendered Germany just prior to entry in the war (for 
which | refused compensation) in acting as adviser to 
Count Bernstorff, the then German Ambassador, Cap- 
tain von Papen, Dr. Heinrich Albert, the Commercial 
Attaché, Captain Boy-Ed, the Naval Attaché, and for 
the German Embassy, in the desperate efforts to avert 
America’s participation in the war.” 

Fighting Nazism 

He came to London to help organise the World Non- 
Sectarian Anti-Nazi Council. He carried to Washington 
the battle against trade concessions to the Reich, fighting 
against the holding of the Olympic Games in Berlin, and 
seeking stricter regulations on labelling foreign goods. 

Mr. Untermyer’s Jewish activities were not limited to 
fighting Nazism. He was for some years Vice-President 
of the American Jewish Congress, and was Hon. Chair- 
man of the American Committee of Appeal for Jews in 
Poland. He was actively interested in Zionism and the 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem, which he visited in 
1927. | 

Mr. Untermyer is survived by three children: two 
sons and one daughter. His wife died some years ago. 


MISS DORA LANDAU 


The death on Sunday of Miss Dora Landau, who was 
associated for many years with Jewish amateur theatricals, 
will be keenly regretted by the large number of coreligionists 

ho knew her dramatic work. 
a Po Landau was chiefly identified with the Delphic 
Dramatic Society, which she joined in 1914, two years after 
its foundation. In recent years, in addition to playing roles 
in the productions, she acted as Secretary of the Society. 
She was highly talented, her performances being able to 
stand comparison with skilled professional acting. 

She was perhaps the best known figure among the many 
Jewish theatrical societies, and by her long services helped 
in the addition of large — to the numerous charitable 

dies in whose aid performances were given. 
oor over thirty years Miss Landau was a member of the 
art staff of Messrs, Raphael Tuck. She belonged to a very 
gifted family, being a sister of Miss Annie Landau, head of 
the Evelina de Rothschild School, Jerusalem; Dr. Muriel 
Landau, wife of Dr. S. Sacks; and Mr. Isaac Landau, 
President of the Board of Shechita. 


DR. SIMON BERNFELD 


Prolific Hebrew Publicist 


The well-known Hebrew scholar and publicist, Dr. 
Simon Bernfeld, who was at one time Chief Rabbi of 
the Sefardic Community of Serbia, has died in Berlin 
in his eightieth year. 

For some years Dr. Bernfeld had been totally blind, 
but he retained his vigour and alertness till recently. 
Several of his works, indeed, including the History of 
Jewish Martyrology, were completed when he was 
already stricken with blindness. 

He was one of the few great Jewish scholars who had not 
the good fortune to be rescued from Naxi Germany—he had 
been anxious to settle in Palestine. 

He was the author of many books on Jewish history and 
philosophy and numerous biographies in Hebrew, and had 
to his credit many Jewish scientific works in German, 
including a new translation of the Bible. His literary 
activities dated from the period of the Hamaeid, and he was 
thus one of the few survivors of the Haskala period. There 
was hardly a Hebrew periodical of note during the last half 
century to which Dr. Bernfeld had not contributed scholarly 
essays. He made accessible to Hebrew readers numerous 
scholarly works from other languages, not through transla- 
tions but through critical examination and exposition. His 
“ Daat-Elokim,” a history of Jewish philosophy from the 
early times up to the national Judaism of Achad Ha’‘am, has 
been a standard work for many years. 


MR. HENRY ISAAC 


Barely a month after his retirement from the joint secre- 
taryship of the United Synagogue, Mr. Henry Isaac, we 
regret to announce, has passed away at the age of fifty-four. 

He entered office in 1926, and was therefore associated 
with the institution during a period of extensive development. 

As Secretary of H.M. Forces Committee, Mr. Isaac was 
responsible for much work done on behalf of Jewish 
soldiers, including the organisatign of the annual Chanucah 
Military Service. He was, too, a member of the Jewish Ex- 
Servicemen’s Remembrance Committee, which so success- 
fully arranged the Armistice Parade and Service each year 
at Whitehall and the Horse Guards Parade. A third Com- 
mittee to which he gave his services since the. outbreak of 
the present war was the Jewish War-Services Committee. 

Mr. Isaac leaves a widow and three children, a daughter 
and two sons. 


MR. HERBERT SIDEBOTHAM

holidays) of the death of Mr. Herbert Sidcbotham, the well- 


known political writer and publicist-—-one of the staunchest 
non-Jewish supporters of Zionism in this country.

Miss Hannah Cohen’s 
Resignation 


TEN YEARS’ PRESIDENCY 


Review of Past Decade 


Miss Hannah F. Cohen, O.B.E., has resigned from 
her position as President of the Jewish Board ol 
Guardians, and at the annual 
meeting of the contributors to 
the Board, which was held on 
Monday at the pices of the 
Board, 127, Middlesex Street, 
E., she gave her farewell 
address. Muss Cohen reviewed 
the work of the Board dur- 
ing the ten years of her 


Presidency. 
After thirty two members, | ty 

who had been nominated to 4 

serve on the Board for the 

ensuing twelve months, had been 

declared duly elected, and the. 

Hon. Secrefary, Mr. Maurice M. Keyser,. O.B.E., had 


presented the report for the year ending December 31, 
1939 (extracts from which appeared in a recent issue of 
Jewrsu CHRONICLE), the retiring President delivered 
her address. 

War, said Miss Cohen, presenting her report, had already 
affected the work of the Board no less than tts personnel: 
in the Loan and Industrial Departments owing to economic 
factors. in the Health Department owing to evacuation and 
the closing of the Samuel Lewis Home, and in the Relief 
Department for both reasons 


New Almshouses 


Perhaps it would not be inopportune, went on Miss 
Cohen, if in this, her last address to the contributors, she 
tried to summarise the work of the Board during the ten 
years of her Presidency. The work had much expanded 
during the decade. Among other things, new Aimshouses 
which had been built formed part of a small-and very 
successful housing scheme—so successful indeed that it 
prompted further generous benefactions for the purchase 
of an additional building site: the foundations of the new 
building had actually been laid, and it was only the out- 
break of war which prevented its completion. 


Miss Cohen summarised the work of various conferences 


which had been held to consider many problems, and in 
connection with one she said it fell to her to interview the 
London County Council officials—-she wished to bear wit- 
ness to the kindness with which she was received, and,.as 
was their universal experience with State or Municipal 
authorities, to their sympathetic readiness to meet Jewish 
requirements, and to foster religious education. 

In 1934 the Board undertook responsibility for German 
and Austrian refugees of British nationality. They 
succeeded in raising to independence a large number of 
cases. Both the Boys’ and Girls’ Employment Com- 
mittees had given valuable assistance in that and kindred 
directions, although it was beyond their normal function. 
The cost of the care and maintenance of the refugees 
amounted to date to £12,245. The Committee had now 
been dissolved, but there remained a residue of cases 
mostly unemployable owing to old age, sickness, and 
other causes, who would, she feared, be a heavy charge 
on the Board’s resources for many a long year to come. 


President's Additional Work 


The Board's position in the community had been recog- 
nised, and the labours of its President. increased, by the 
appointment of that functionary as one of the three 
ex-officio Trustees of the Haendler Charity, as a member of 
the Council of the Jewish Youth Fund, of Jewish Resettle- 
ments, of the Directorate of Lincoln Street Housing Com- 
pany, Ltd., and of the Defence and Co-ordination sub- 
Committees of the Board of Deputies. The speaker paid 
a tribute to the ex-President of the Board of Deputies, and 
said he had always shown understanding of their problems 
and been of the greatest possible support and assistance. 

In 1938, the Board was compelled by imminent bank- 
ruptcy to launch a Special Appeal, for which Lord Reading 
was good enough to act as Chairman. When they con- 
sidered the shadow of war which hung over them at the 
time, and the insistent claims of the many funds for 
refugees and other causes, a collection of £65.000 must be 
regarded as a triumph, although they asked for, and wanted, 
£80,000. 

The primary and main function of the Board was, and 
always had been, the administration of relief. Comparing 
the decade of the nineteen-thirties with her predecessor's 
term of office, there had been a rise of about 50 per cent. 
in the total mumber of cases relieved in the two periods, 
from an average of 2,400 cases a year to an average of 
3,600 cases; the highest figure of his term of office roughly 
coincided with the lowest figure of hers in any one year, 
both in the total number of cases and in the number of 
new cases. 

There had been a decrease since the Great War in total 
cases compared with the average from 1900 to 1913. but 
that was not so great as it would appear, for in the pre-war 
period the crude average of 4,900 included some 900 cases 
a year of emigration and repatriation, a category which 
had now disappeared. 


OF GUARDIANS 


A satisfactory feature was the steady and continuous 
drop in the consumptive cases to one-sixth of the number 
at which they stood a generation ago. The cost had fallen 
from a maximum in 1903 of over £6,000 to a minimum 
last vear of under £2,000. 

Nothing in its history reflected greater glory on the 
Board than its pioneer work in the successful fight 
against tuberculosis, and that preventive work still went 
on. 

Expenditure on other forms of health work rose steadily 
from a few hundred pounds a year in 1900 to a maximum 
of £6.800 in 1921, and since then had declined gradually to 
an average of £3,600 during her term of office, she con- 
tinued. That was apart from the charge to the Board of 
deficits on the upkeep of the convalescent homes. She 
hoped, said Miss Cohen, it was not far-fetched to see a 
correlation between the two sets of figures, and to suggest 
that it was the “increased health expenditure in the past 
which had resulted, as all social reformers thought it would, 
in the improved standard of health. 


_ Apprenticeship and Employment 


In the Industrial Department the noticeable feature in 
the decade was the marked decline in apprenticeship, both 
among boys and girls. The numbers placed in employment. 
apart from apprenticeship, had tended to increase during 
the period even more among girls than among boys. 

In the Loan Department the number of loans had dropped 
since the pre-war period, but had varied little during the 
past two decades. It was impossible to overestimate the 
social value of the Loan Department. Since tt was founded 
it had made over 100,000 loans, representing a turnover 
not far short of a million of money. and with a very low 
percentage of bad debts. 

The expenditure of the Board had mounted steadily 
throughout its history, and the cost of administration had 
mounted likewise in, alas, a far steeper curve. The 
increased expenditure was due, in the main, to the change 
in the value of money, and to the fact that they did much 
more work and did it much better, Out of many thousands 
of cases over a period of years they were able to write 
off the vast majority as re-established after the 
year. 

Ihe increase in the cost of administration was due to 
many factors. The standard set was far higher than it 
used to be. and they avoided the mistake made by many 
local authorities and deplored by the Ministry of Health 
in a recent circular, namely “so to limit the numbers of 
their relief staff as to make it impossible for a Relieving 
Otfhicer to have that personal and thorough knowledge of 
the cases which ts so essential.” Next in importance was 
the diminished relative share taken by the voluntary 
worker. [the Clothing Department used to be manned by 
women volunteers, now it was in the charge of paid staff; 
cases visited by voluntary workers were now under 100 per 
annum, whereas in 1899 they amounted to over 2.000.

Small Management Charges 


Their management charges, however, said the President, 
remaimed small compared to turnover, and compared with 
most charitable institutions; also the cost was covered by 
endowment, so that every penny contributed by a generous 
public went direct to charity. 

On the income side of the. accounts the Board had 
received during the last decade an important benefaction 
under the will of the late Henry Eskell David, and it had 
also been entrusted with the administration of the Morris 
and Caroline Berg Fund for Widows and Orphans; those 
two new funds had more than made up for the substantial 
losses On investments which they suffered during the same 
period. Income from contributors had mounted steadily 
during the century, though not nearly so much as expendi- 
ture. Deficits had mounted likewise; hence those Special 
Appeals, which were unknown to their predecessors. The 
number of contributors was less gratifying: there were 
3,200 in 1900 and to-day only 3,100, although in the 
interval, owing to the untiring energy of her predecessor, 


the number of contributors rose in 1928 to a maximum 
of 4.400. 


Miss Cohen deplored the fact that though the co-opera- 
tion of that Board with the other institutions of the Com- 
munity had never been closer nor more wholehearted, yet 
co-ordination was as far off as ever. 
of little substantial progress towards better organisation in 
the charitable effort of the community. 


The Work Must Go On 


She regretted deeply, she said, being obliged to give up 
ata time of trial and difficulty, but unfortunately her health 
was not what it was; and she reminded them that she was 
the oldest President that had ever held office. 

Miss Cohen uttered an expression of warm thanks to the 
Secretary, Mr. M. Benjamin, and the whole of the staff for 
their zeal, loyalty, and friendship. 

There were difficult times ahead of the Community, she 
concluded, but whatever happened, the work of social 
betterment must go on. As Jews they had duties doubly 
important. Social service was a vindication of their posi- 
tion, and a reflection of their ideals. The Board stood as 
the embodiment of those ideals. Its motto was com- 
passion——its method was self-help. Long might it so 
remain. 

A vote of thanks to Miss Hannah Cohen for her services 
to the Board and for presiding was accorded, on the motion 
of Mr. Barnett Janner, seconded by Mr. Leonard G. Monte- 


fiore, both of whom paid high tribute to her and to her 
work.

Yet, last week. you reported Mr. MacDonald as 
saving that “one of the reasons the British Government 
has been bound to introduce these latest land regulations 
is -because only Jewish labour is employed on Jewish 
National Fund land.” Mr. MacDonald was apparently 
unaware of the other side of the question. There are 
many rich Arab landlords who refuse to emplov Jewish 
labour.-MAaRGARET Levy.

“THE LORD'S DAY”

Could not a fund be created to provide Jewish 
soldiers who desire kasher meat but cannot afford to buy it 
with these canned varieties? Or, perhaps, Jewish families 
could * adopt ” a soldier or sailor and supply him each week 
with his kasher food. It would be at comparatively little 
cost.—" A VOLUNTEER IN THE Forces,” Kent. 


“WE MUST HEED OR PERISH” 

Those who insist on a status quo in our religious life 
should not forget that our main ordinances are chiefly 
ethical, social, and economic enactments. Consequently 
our religious modes of life must be adapted to the radical 
changes which are taking place in our daily life. Laws 
made to suit circumstances prevailing in ancient times 
cannot be effective under modern conditions of life. 
Attempts to preserve them produces inevitable results: 
disloyalty to traditional observances and a_ phlegmatic 
attitude towards our religious practice, such as observance 
of the Sabbath. attendance at Synagogue, and so forth. 
Synagogue going plays a very vital part in the Jewish 
religion. It is not a mere matter of taste, Or private pre- 
ference, but there is a positive duty to attend Synagogue. 
In order successfully to restore the habit among those 
who have lost it, we must express our faith and mode of 
service in terms of modern thought. As long as our Syna- 
gOgues persistently carry on services which bored a good 
many of our grandparents, and which hold no attraction 
to us, and are hopelessly out-of-date, so long will the 
downward tendency in our religious life continue. If the 
Synagogue expects to draw the youth of to-day, the services 
must be revised and new life infused into them. Some- 
thing drastic must be done to stem the drift. If our Rabbis 
and Ministers refuse to take the necessary steps, why should 
we not ourselves take the initiative and convene a con- 
ference of competent laymen, where all matters relating 
to and affecting the religious and social life of Anglo- 
Jewry should be thoroughly reviewed and discussed? Were 
Not a good many of our ancient Rabbis laymen? - Did not 
the House of Commons. a lay assembly, review and discuss

PROSPERITY ROUND THE CORNER? 


British Army Stimulates Trade 
£P250,000 WORTH OF POLICE STATIONS 


The temporary solution of the unemployment prob- 
lem is in sight, according to views expressed to the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency business. circles in 
Jerusalem. An important series of contracts is now 
being carried out on behalf of the military authorities, 
it is pointed out, which have already provided employ- 
ment for a large number of Jews and Arabs. In the 
Nablus district there is already a scarcity’ of labour. 

In addition, the Government is expected shortly to 
initiate public works to a total sum of about a million 
pounds, including about a quarter of a million on the 
erection of police stations and houses for police officers 
and men. These building contracts have been given 
to Jewish building firms and are expected to give 
employment to thousands of Jewish workers. 

lt is further pointed out that the loan which the 
Palestine Government has been asked to give to the 
citrus grove owners, as well as the good prices which 
Palestine citrus fruit is now obtaining in England, will 
save the citrus industry, which, in turn, should bring 
about important improvements in the labour market. 

Another factor conducive to the general improvement 
of the economic situation is provided by the British 
Army, which is placing big orders in the country itself. 
Thus the Jewish bakers of Tel-Aviv obtained. the con- 


tract for providing the Army with bread, Jewish market ° 


gardeners are providing vegetables, and Jewish dairy- 
men eggs and milk. It is also reported that the 
Jewish textile factory near Haifa and the orange juice 
factory near Tel-Aviv, as well as marmalade and jam 
factories are now working in three shifts. 


“WE WILL CONTINUE WITH STRONGER 
DETERMINATION ” 


The determination of the Yishuv to go ahead with 
the work despite the new land Regulations found 
expression at a rally of active workers of the Jewish 
National Fund held at Tel-Aviv. A _ resolution was 
adopted by the big gathering stating: “ We will con- 
tinue with stronger determination the redemption of the 
land.” 


JOURNALIST RELEASED 


Mr. Itzchak Yatziv (Spiegelman), a member of the staff 
of the Davar and correspondent of the New York Forwarp. 
who was sentenced by the Military Court at Tel-Aviv to 
six months’ imprisonment for organising a demonstration, 
has been released after ten days.

Orders have been received by Palestine factories from

AYANOTH GIRLS’ FARM 
Tenth Anniversary 


INSTITUTION TO BE EXTENDED 


The experimental station of the Jewish Agency has 
approved the extension of the Ayanoth Girls’ Farm at 
Ness Ziona, over an additional 200 dunams, so that 
the Institution will be able to admit more students. 
Miss Ada Fishman, head of the School, made this 
announcement to a number of press representatives, 
who visited the Girls’ Farm School on the tenth anni- 
versary of its establishment. 

The farm now covers an area of 360 dunams, and 
there are at presem 123 girl students between the ages 
of 18 and 22, as well as 30 younger girls under the 
Youth Immigration scheme receiving instruction in 
farming. 

Since 1930, when the first ten girls and a watchman 
came to the farm, 450 young women from all Zionis! 
youth organisations have entered the institution. Of 
the 280 who completed their course, only 15 per cent. 
later went to the cities, all the others remaining on the 
land. 


Two-Year Courses 


The site for the school was leased by the Jewish 
National Fund, and funds for the first equipment were 
given by the Rumanian Wizo Organisation. A total 
of £P45,000 has been invested in the institution up to 
now, 

Courses take two years, and instruction is given in 
mixed farming, tree plantation, vegetable cultivation, 
dairying, fowl raising and sapling cultivation. In addi- 
tion to practical work, the pupils spend two hours a 
day studying agricultural subjects. 

Ihe livestock consists of 50 cows and calves, more 
than 2,000 fowls, and 46 bee hives. 

The annual revenue is £P5,000 and expenses 
£P7,000. The deficit is covered by the Wizo. In 
addition to the 30 Youth Immigration girls, many 
refugees have been trained on the farm. 

The tenth anniversary will be formally celebrated on 
April 9, the day on which the first saplings were planted 
in 1930.

BACK FROM AMERICA 


What Dr. Weizmann Found 


A MOVEMENT WITHOUT 
INSPIRATION 


Young Leaders Needed 


[From a Correspondent) 


Dr. Weizmann, I understand, has returned from the 
United States not only tired physically—he did a vers 
great deal of travelling and talking —but also in a rather 
gloomy mood, He had a most cordial reception in the 
States; he met the most prominent men there: he 
addressed large and small gatherings and did his best 
to encourage American Jewry in this hour of trial. Yet 
the state of affairs in American Jewry generally and in 
American Zionism particularly caused him considerable 
concern, 

It seems that the hopes entertained in nity circles of 
European Jewry as to the part America is destined to 
play in the future settlement of the Jewish question have 
proved to be exaggerated. American Jewry has not yet 
reached fhat degree of political maturity to enable it to 
assume the leadership of the Jewish people 

Lack of unity of purpose is not the only dishearten- 
ing aspect of present-day Armferican-Jewish life. The 
absence of an inspiring and outstanding leadership is 
the greatest obstacle in the way of creating a United 
Front and unified representation as far as internal and 
external affairs are concerned. This affects every sphere 
of public activity and leaves the bulk of Jewry outside 
the organised efforts of the many, perhaps too many. 
political and social bodies. 


Internal Conflicts 


There os also a great deal of dissension among the 
Zionists, who are supposed to be the backbone of American 
Jewry and to whom European Jews look for help. advice, 
and political assistance: Dr. Weizmann had to devote some 
of his valuable time to settling internal conflicts and adjust- 
ing differences betWeen various groups, differences which 
threatened to damage the prestige and fabric of the 
Organisation, which is not too strong. It was brought home 
to him that while sympathy for the Zionist ideal ts strong 
in American Jewry. the Zionist Organisation of America 
represents directly only a small fraction of American Jewry 
and that the movement has not produced new men capable 
of skilful leadership. For the most part he found the 
same people leading the Organisation who had done so 
since the Great War. 

American Jewry seems to be hopelessly divided in. spite 
of many attempts to create a supreme body which can 
speak with authority and recognition in the name of nearly 
five million Jews. Repeated attempts to create a kind of 
Supreme Council have failed. The dilferences between the 
outlook and policy of the American Jewish Committee and 
those of the American Jewish Congress are still formidable. 
And the cleavage between the Committee Jews, who lost 
their best leaders like Marshall and Warburg, and the 
Zionists, still remains. The present-day tragedy of world 
Jewry has by no means entirely removed the old differences 
and mutual suspicions 

There is also very little unity in the Labour ranks, a most 
important section and the best organised in American 
Jewry. While the Zionists and Socialist-labourites have 
lately come together and are working more or less in 
harmony. there is a war between the Communist and non- 
Communist section of the Labour movement which often 
takes violent forms. Those Communists who stll support 
Stalin, despite his pact with Hitler, are vigorously attacked 
by the Jewish Press and denounced by the masses of Jewish 
working men, who are unable to understand = then 
perversity. 


Dr. Weizmann and the Colonial Office 


But, of course, Dr. Weizmann was chiefly concerned with 
Zionist affairs. He tried—not always with complete suc- 
cess—to explain Zionist policy during the last few years, 
a policy which has been accompanied by the latest set- 
backs including the actual enforcement of the provisions 
of the White Paper. At the beginning of his tour he was 
very hopeful about the political position of Zionism, 
though of course he realised that tl was full of dangers. 
But the new regulations concerning land transfers altered 
his optimistic outlook and led him to take up a more 
Vigorous stand vis-d-vis the Colonial Secretary, whose 
policy he regards as a betrayal of the Mandate. ee 

It seems that when Dr. Weizmann left for the United 
States he was given the impression by an important member 
of the Government that he need not worry about the posi- 
tion in Palestine and that the status quo was likely to 
remain for some time. Mr. MacDonald's decision, there- 
fore. came as a serious shock. It also produced a change 
in the mood of American Jewry, and only the superhuman 
restraint of the Zionist leadership prevented the Zronist 
Organisation from taking up a most antagonistic attitude to 
the British Government over the matter. Dr. Weizmann 
largely succeeded in convincing Jewish public opinion in 
the United States of the necessity of supporting the cause of 
the Allies in all circumstances and not to overlook the 
larger issues at stake. His contacts with the leading American 
Zionists afforded Dr. Weizmann little satisfaction. He 


had expected to find them united and determined, at the 
head of a strong Organisation. The money -raising 
machinery was working at high speed and in the usual 
manner, but there was a marked absence of inspiration 
and vision coupled with disheartening internal strife. 


Problems of Leadership 


Dr. Solomon Goldman, the President of the Zionist 
Organisation of America, who lives in Chicago, has not 
won over the wholehearted support of the movement. 
Many of the older Zionists particularly do not respond to 
what they deem his excessive zeal and resent both his 
attempt to free the Zionist Organisation from the grip of 
New York officialdom and what they regard as his Achad- 
Ha‘amist tendencies. There is something of a whispering 
campaign going on against Dr. Goldman, and he is not 
likely to accept nomination for the Presidency for a future 
term. 

yome of the older Zionist leaders like Dr. Stephen Wise 
and Mr. Louis Lipsky are in consequence of their health less 
active than they used to be. Younger leaders have not 
arisen, and this in itself clouds the future of American 
Zionism. The Brandeis group, now fully co-operating with 
the Zionist Organisation, is not exceedingly popular with 
the Zionist masses, and their relations with their former 
opponents are still rather strained. 


He May Return and Remain 


In the circumstances it is expected that Dr. Weizmann 
will soon return to the United States to remain there for 
a considerable time, unless political developments in Europe 
claim his presence in London. 

It is recognised in the leading Zionist circles that a 
renewed attempt must be made to capture American Jewry 
in order to create there a really powerful organisation that 
will be able to command authority and to win for Zionism 
the younger generation of Jewish talent in which America 
is so rich. The proposal to send to America a strong 
delegation of the best Zionist leaders is again being 
discussed in Zionist quarters. 

Ihe disappointing experience of Dr. Weizmann in 
America coupled with the reports reaching the Zionist 
Executive in London and in Jerusalem concemming the state 
of feeling in the movement will lead. it is believed. to 


more important steps being taken in the near future. It is 
proposed, I understand, to hold several private conferences 
of leading Zionists and non-Zionists to consider the 
situation and discuss ways and means for the revival of the 
Jewish National Movement and the creation of an 
authoritative body to assume the duties and responsibilities 
of representing Jewry. 


BELGIAN AND FRENCH PROTESTS 
Land Laws Condemned 


At the twenty-eighth annual conference of the 
Belgian Zionist Federation, writes our Antwerp corres- 
pondent, a strongly worded resolution was unanimously 
adopted protesting against the new land regulations for 
Palestine as being contrary to the Balfour Declaration 
and a cause of fresh dissension. 

The conference was held at the Beth Zion, Antwerp, 
with Mr. H. Aronowitz as Chairman. Mr. Moshe 
Shertok flew from London to give a report on events in 
Palestine. The Federation's report shows intensive 
activity in spite of the war and the claims of the 
refugees. 

The Jewish National Fund in France, in a statement 


published in the French Press, associates itself with: 


the declaration of the Jewish Agency condemning the 
Land Sale Regulations as unjust and inopportune. The 
Statement points out that the zones where the sale of 
land is forbidden, or put under severe control, are very 


sparsely populated and still uncultivated. It is precisely. 


there that Jewish capital and labour could be most 
beneficially employed. 

Ihe Regulations, the statement further points out, 
introduce into Palestine the principle of racial dis- 
crimination, which is contrary not only to the spirit of 
the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate but to the 
principles of democracy which the Allies are defending.

= A Scheme With Possibilities 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


Circles concerned with the placing of refugees in 
industry are, I understand, considering the possibilities 
of developing Co-operative Societies among refugees. 

There is a market for certain types of goods which 
previously were made only on the Continent: and in 
many places there are groups of refugees skilled in one 
or other of these trades who would be pleased to work 
together and to train others. In such circumstances. a 
croup of refugees can form themselves into a Co-opera- 
tive Society. 

It is considered that there are three main advantages. 
First, refugees can be trained and employed by refugees 
inside the Society without havin: ic pply to the 
Employment Exchange for permission: secondly, people 
with no vocation may be trained to become self- 
supporting; thirdly, their welfare and conditions of work 
can be closely supervised.

Presiding on Thursday of last week at Woburn House 
over the annual meeting of the Union of Jewish Women, 
the President, Viscountess Samuel, referred to the fact that 
the office of the Union had not evacuated because of the 
necessity Of continuing to have the services of the Union 
available in London. 

The Employment Bureau, said Lady Samuel, had had a 
very hard time. There had never been so much difficulty 
for the educated woman to find employment. Many of them 
had lost their work almost at a moment's notice through 
war retrenchment. How difficult it was for people who had 
been in one occupation for many years to find another post! 
All the loans funds had continued to function. She paid 
tribute to the Secretary of the Union, Miss Alice Jacob. for 
the way she had carried on the work of the Union single- 
handed since the outbreak of the war Ihey had lost this 
year a very great friend of the Union in Mrs- Hoster. 

[he Union had participated in many activities. a few of 
which Lady Samuel enumerated. Atter thanking the 
Union's Honorary Auditor. Mr. Louis Jacobs. M_B.E.. she 
moved the adoption of the report and accounts. The 
WAS agreed to.

retired under the constitution were re-elected: Mrs. Model, 
M.B.E., Mrs. Oliver Sebag-Montefiore, Mrs. A. E. Samuels, 
Miss H. M. Schlesinger, and Lady Spielman. 

Miss Alice Jacob addressed the meeting on the work 
of the Union in war-time. 

Mr. Denis Israel, Public Relations Officer to the Board 
of Deputies and Secretary of the Central Committee for 
Problems of Evacuation, addressed the meeting on Jewish 
evacuation problems, in the absence, through indisposition, 
of Mr. A. G. Brotman, the Secretary of the Board. 

Mr. Israel showed how the Committee had tackled and 
was tackling the problem, and in a reference to the Joint 
Emergency Committee for Hebrew and Religious Education 
mentioned that it had established classes for religious 
instruction, which included Sab&gth services, in 114 centres. 
That, he commented, was not a bad record for six months! 

Dealing with the suggestion of camps as a solution of 
all the troubles of evacuated children, he pointed out some 
of the difficulties and said the situation was being explored 
in order to see if there was any practical possibility of doing 
anything with camps for Jewish children. 

With regard to Passover, his Committee were going to 
establish through the Chief Rabbi's Kasher Canteen Com- 
mittee canteens wherever these were possible, which would 
provide for a full observance of Passover, Where they 
could not run a canteen the Joint Emergency Committee 
were providing a Seder night service and supper and, 
through the kindness of the United Synagogue, every child 
would receive two pounds of Matzot. It was not a perfect 
arrangement. But it was, at least, something.

JEWS DRIVEN INTO LODZ GHETTO 


Dragged Off Tramcars and Hunted 
Through Streets 


NAZIS ARMED WITH WHIPS 
Barbed-Wire Fence Round Slum District 


The Nazi Press confirms that two ghettoes, one for 
Jews and the other for Poles, have been established in 
Lodz. The Grenz Zeituna, published in the occupied 
zone of Poland, adds that ghettoes were established 
a month ago, and that since then all Jews and Poles 
have been evicted from their homes in the central 
sections of Lodz. 

Lodz, the second city in size and importance in 
Poland, has been incorporated into the Reich. 
Originally, it had a Jewish population of some 300,000, 
and the Nazis first attempted to expel them en bloc. 
An order to this effect was issued in December, and the 
expulsions were begun and kept up with a savagery 
which will go down as one of the blackest acts of 
Nazi barbarism tn the war. 

But suddenly the expulsions were discontinued, and 
it later emerged that the plan for total deportation had 
Instead, it was decided that the Jews 
must be transferred to a local ghetto. 

No sooner was this new plan conceived than its execu- 
tion was taken in hand with the same thoroughness and 
Savagery as the previous plan of expulsion. A Lodz 
Jew who managed to escape to Trieste reports that the 
day after the publication of the decree German soldiers 
began to erect a barbed-wire fence round the slum 
district of Lodz known as Balut, which the authorities 
had designated as the place of the future ghetto. 

On the same day, al! Jews living in the centre of 
the city were ordered to evacuate their homes and to 
move into Balut. 


“ Juden ins Ghetto!” 


Scenes of cruelty followed which can find their 
counterpart only in medieval or ancient history. All 
day long, and during the whole of the following week, 
the streets were crowded with Jewish men. women, and 
children carrying loads of household belongings and 
whatever furniture they were able to take along with 
them, while Nazi Storm Troopers and soldiers cracked 
whips over them, shouting: “ Juden ins Ghetto!” Jews, 
to the Ghetto! ). 

In their zeal, the Storm Troopers boarded tramcars 
and buses, dragging off any Jews they found there, 
literally whipping them into the ghetto. During that 
week, the temperature was twenty-five degrees below 
zero. 

To-day, at the entrance to the ghetto, Gestapo men 
are stationed with whips, and no Jew is allowed to leave 
without a special permit or except during specified 
hours. Many of the Jews escape af night and make 
for Warsaw along the less frequented roads. Every 
night, the overcrowded ghetto is raided by Nazis, who 
carry off belongings from. Jewish houses. 

And now it is reported that a similar ghetto has been 
established in Kielce, and that another is to follow in 
Cracow. All Cracow Jews living in the residential 
quarter have already been evicted at a few hours’ notice. 


Before leaving, they were forced to hang up their best 


curtains and pyit down carpets on the floors for the 
German ftamilies brought from the interior of the 
Reich. 


60,000 MEALS A DAY 


A Jewish Telegraphic Agency message from New 
York states that arrangements have been completed with 
the German and the Allied Governments permitting the 
shipment of $100,000 worth of supplies for distribution 
among the population in the German-occupied part of 
Poland. The distribution is¢to be under American 
supervision. 

Over 100 kitchens, supplying 50,000 meals for adults 
and 10,000 meals for children daily, are being operated 
by the Warsaw office of the American Jewish Joint 
Distribution Committee. Under J.D.C. auspices, emer- 
gency living quarters have been set up for more than 
20,000 war victims, whose homes were destroyed by fire 
or bombardment, or who have fled to Warsaw from the 
provinces. A clothing department providing warm 
garments and shoes ts aiding 25,000 Jews in Warsaw 
and 20,000 in other parts of Poland. 


A NAZI FORGERY 


The Ligue pour la Défense des Droits de |}Homme 
(League for the Defence of the Rights ,of Man) has 
denounced as a forgery an anti-Polish pamplfiet bearing the 
League's name which has been disseminatedAn Britain. The 
pamphlet bears a misleading title delibefately giving the 
impression that it is pro-Polish. Instead, it contains Nazi 
atrocity propaganda. Sir J. Anderson, the Home Secretary, 
stated in Parliament this week that postal packets containing 
the pamphlet had borne fictitious labels purporting to show 
that they had been originally dispatched from Britain. All 


possible steps should be taken to stop such revolting propa- | 


ganda being sent into this country, he said. 


“ POLISH JEWS EXPECT BETTER 
TREATMENT ” 


Dr. Schwarzbart’s Blunt Words 


Demands for the creation by the Polish Government, 
now established in Paris, of a Department for Jewish 
Affairs and for the appointment of ‘ews to the Polish 
Government's administrative staff, were made by Dr, 
Ignaz Schwarzbart, the Jewish representative in the 
Polish National Council, in his maiden speech to the 
present session of the Council at Angers. 

Dr. Schwarzbart said that he represented no specia! 
Jewish group or party, but considered himself the 
representative of the entire Jewish population of Poland 
He endorsed the statement made by General Sikorsk). 
the Prime Minister, that Polish Jewry had linked its 
fate with the Polish nation, and expressed the hope 
that this fact would lead to a realisation of mutua! 
obligations. 

“ Polish Jews,” said Dr. Schwarzbart, “are makine 
and will continue to make all the sacrifices required o: 
them, but they expect better treatment, not only ai 
present but also in the future Polish State.” 


Anti-Semitism a Main Cause of Defeat 


In the past, Dr. Schwarzbart went on, the anti-Semitic 
policy of the previous Government has been one o! 
the main tactors responsible for Germany's rapid con- 
quest. The “ Ozon,” the Government Party, had been 
pro-German mn its sympathies, and for this reason 
paralysed politically and psychologically Polish resist- 
ance to Nazism. “ The Jews, who were proclaimed by 
the ‘Ozon’ to be the enemies of Poland, are now fight- 
ing in the ranks of the Polish Army, while tts German 
‘friends’ are plundering and_enslaving the Polish 
people. Such ts the outcome of the anti-Semitic policy 
of the former Government.” 

Dr. Schwarzbart praised the good intentions of the 
present Government, but added that he expected action 
leading to a change in the Polish people's attitude. Jews 
had joined the Polish Army in France from every 
corner of the world: and he demanded that a spirtt of 
brotherhood should prevail in the Army and that the 
anti-Semitic propaganda conducted by some elements 
Should not be allowed to continue. 

A speech by General Zeligowski, who was notorious 
for his anti-Jewish speeches in the last Sejm, followed. 
He said that if he were a Jew he would have made a 
speech similar to that of Dr. Schwarzbart. The General's 


admission made a deep impression on the members oj 
the Council. 


UNDER WHICH FLAG ? 
Problem of Polish Recruits 
‘From our former Warsaw Correspondent) 


Negotlations are now taking place between the Polish 
and British Governments for a clarification of the 
problem of the military service of Polish citizens in 
Britain, the Colonies, and the Mandated Territories. 

At present, by agreement with the British Home Office, 
the Polish authorities are allowed to call up for military 
service in England all Polish citizens of military age. 
But there are a number of Polish citizens who have 
already. joined the British Army, or are about to jom 
it, and it is not clear whether they are to be transferred 
to the Polish forces. In certain circles, the opinion is 
expressed that as service in the British Army is service 
for the Allied cause no pressure should be exercised 
by the Polish authorities to make their citizens serve 
in the Polish Army only. Service in the British Army 
should be considered as equal to service in the Polish 
forces. 

It is expected that all these matters will be cleared 
up during the forthcoming visit of M. Sikorski, the 
Polish Premier, to London. 


SOVIET AND IMPRISONED CHIEF RABBI 
Lwow Professors’ Bid for Dr. Schorr’s Release

ae leading professors and lecturers of Lwow 


Uniyersity have signed a letter on behalf of Professor 
Rabbi Schorr, Chief Rabbi of Warsaw, and on behalf 
of Professor Bartel, former Polish Premier. Both 
Rabbi Schorr and Professor Bartel were arrested by the 
Soviet authorities after the occupation of Eastern 
Poland, and although several months have passed, 
nothing is known of their fate. The Soviet authorities 
have given no reason for their detention, nor have they 
disclosed their whereabouts, 

In their letter, the appellants declare that they are 
ready to vouch for the prisoners’ character and honesty. 
Although he was a Senator, Professor Schorr took little 
part in political matters, his activity being purely to 
defend the Jewish population against Jew-baiting and 
the anti-Semitic tendencies of the Government.

HENRI DE KERILLIS : THE MAN 
WHO DEFEATED GOEBBELS 


By ASCHER SAPHIR 


Everybody who is familiar with the French internal 
politics of recent years knows that the reaction against 
anti-Semitism and “racialism” has become very 
marked in many French circles since Hitler and his 
gang came into power and transformed their anti- 
Jewish policy into a State system and into their strongest 
political weapon within and without Germany. 

But what the Jewish public in general, and the Anglo- 

JEWISH Public in particular, 
not sufficiently know 
is the part taken during the 
last few years by M. Henri 
fem Ce Kerillis in the campaign 
fee against anti-Semitism. More 
Meee than any other man_ in 
France, he has destroyed 
the effects of anti-Semitic 
propaganda. To a consid- 
erable extent, he has suc- 
ceeded in defeating Gocb- 
bels and his emiussaries 
their virulent anti-Jewish 

} campaign in France. 
was certainly the first 

' ™ national leader and the first 
member of Parliament belonging to the “ Right” who 
has dared attack, and with success, the age-long strong- 
hold of anti-Semitism in France: ACTION. FRAN- 
CAISE and its fanatical leader, Charles Maurras. 

M. de Kerillis is also one of the strongest advocates 
of Anglo-French amity and there are certainly very few 
journalists of that side of the Channel! who have stressed 
with more force, ability, and enthusiasm, with a more 
profound feu sacré, the necessity of an _ indissoluble 
Franco-British unity. 


A Dangerous Error 


We Jews often fall into the stupid habit of considering 
that everybody who ts “ conservative © or politically on 
the “ Right” is ipso facto susceptible to anti-Semitism, 
while everybody who claims to be “liberal,” “socialist, ’ 
or politically on the “Left” is automatically pro- 
Semitic. This is an error as dangerous as it is absurd 
and has led to some very bitter disillusionments, as we 
all know. M. de Kerillis provides a spectacular refuta- 
tion of this theory. 

Born some fifty years ago. of bourgeois and Catholic 
parents, he is descended on his father’s side from noble 
Breton ancestry, and on his mother’s side from an old 
family of the South of France. He himself is a very loyal 
Catholic, a. great patriot and nationalist, and is devoted 
to conservatism in politics He began his Career as a 
cavalry officer in the French Army, and as such fought 
during the first years of the last war. Subsequently he 
transferred to the air force and at the end of the war was 
commander of one of the most daring squadrons at the 
front. 

Immediately after the war he resigned from the army, 
and took. up journalism and politics , 

He joined the staff of the Foro pr Paris, then a con- 
servative stronghold in French politics, a Cathohe news- 
paper under the direction of! Maurice Barrés, whose 
“ spiritual pupil” he became. 

After travelling extensively in all parts of the world as 
special correspondent of this paper, he published several 
political books on the countries he had visited. He 
organised the political propaganda centre of the Right 
parties in France under the nafe of “ Centre de Propa- 
gande des Républicains Nationaur.— He was elected to 
the French Parliament as a deputy of one of the most con- 
servative constituencies of the Paris suburbs. 


Interest in Jewish Problem 


His interest in the Jewish problem dates back many years. 
He has @sited Palestine and his anti-Ziontst views made 
many people at one time regard fim as an anti-Semite. it 
came therefore as a surprise to many when, immediately 
after Hitler came into power, de Kerillis emerged as a 
leading antagonist of anti-Semitism. | 

Lean befare Dr. Rauschning published his momentous 
book, “ Hitler Speaks,” with its sensational revelations, - 
Kerillis guessed with uncanny accuracy Hitler's strategy oO 
employing anti-Semitism as the ~ Trojan Horse bial 
country which he wanted first to ruin morally and t en to 
conquer. The resemblance of many of de Kerillis's writ- 
ings to the “ confidential talks " between Hitler and Rausch- 
ning is quite amazing. One of his latest articles on anu 
Semitism appeared in his own paper L 
January 5, under the heading, ~ La € ampagne Ants = 
1938-1939." It is a splendid example of his writings on this 
subject. Every phrase deserves (0 be quoted. 


In. 1936, taking advantage of the fact that a Jew had. 


become Prime Minister of France, a terrific anti-Jewish 


Propaganda campaign was launched throughout the 
Country. Goebbels, taking advantage of the circumstances, 
had increased his budget for the corruption of France ten- 
fold. During 1937-38-39, a large number of new special 
anti-Semitic newspapers, such as Le Deri, La FRANCE 
ENCHAINER, L’UNIVERSITAIRE FRANCAISE, La LIRRe PAROLE, 
Le Pays Lipre, Norre Peurte, Le Reven pu PEUPLE, 
appeared. (All of these ceased publication after war was 
declared.) 

Our old acquaintance L’ACTION FRANCAISE and its weekly 
Satellite, Je Suis PaRTOUT, increased the ferocity of their 
anti-Jewish campaign by publishing special anti-Semitic 
numbers containing practically all the SturRMER arguments. 
The despicable Paul Ferdonnet, the French “Lord Haw- 
Haw,” known as the “ Traitor of Stuttgart,” published his 
book “la Guerre Juive.” In this. as in his previous publi- 
cations, he sought to show that “Hitler is the man of 
peace " and that “ Israel wants war.” 

De Kerillis fought all these anti-Semites with tremendous 
courage, and was of course outrageously attacked bv his 
opponents. Again I would stress the importance of the 


fact that this brave fighter against the anti-Semites and 


Hitlerites was a conservative hundred-per-cent. French 
nationalist The readers of his daily paper, L’Eroour, 
belong to. the highest ranks in the Catholic Church and 
among the religious classes, the officers of the Army and 
Navy, the well-established traditional and cultural French 
bourgeois. And there is undeniable evidence that M. de 
Kerillis’s policy is entirely approved by them 


Why Does he Fight Anti-Semitism? 


His- enemies, of course, immediately invented a reason. 
He .wa ine’ screamed, “sold to the Jews ~* he was “sold 
to the Cvechs” because he was bitterly opposed to the

As | was chatting with him in his office. in the Rue de la 


Paix, he reminded me of. another journalist I visited

My reasons for fighting anti-Semitism in. France are 
quite simple.” M. de Kerillis declared 


His Reasons 


“As you probably know, I am an &nti-Zionist because I 
consider the Jews m France, who have lived here for many 
generations, are just as good Frenchmen as are the Catho- 
lics or the Protestants, In my opinion, Zionism, by creating 
a Jewish nationalism, tends to intensify such nationalistic 
reactions aS Nazism, or, more precisely, to furnish them 
with a pretext. No pretext can be endured which enables 
the mischievous to cast obloguy on a French Jew who fights 
courageously on’ the battlefield. In the last war I had 
fighting beside me Jewish graduates of the Ecole Centrale 
et Polytechnique (the highest French engineering schools) 
who were admirable officers and who sacrificed their lives 
for their country. We must not, I say, render it possible 
to accuse them of having two fatherlands. Zionism m my 
opinion 1s undesirable because it opposes assimilation. / 

“ Secondly, I have always known that, for Hitler and his 
gang, anti-Semitism, like anti-Bolshevism, is nothing else 
but a propaganda trick, lacking any real sincerity. Hitler 


cunningly calculated the marvellous results he could obtain 
by such means, not only inside Germany but also outside 
the Reich. If the racial policy represents for Germany a 
means of uniting the Germans throughout the world, this 
same policy is their principal means of spreading disunity, 
suspicion, and division in other countries. 

“France, Great Britain, the United States, and even 
Russia are a mixture of races. Once you succeed in per- 
suading people that the Jews, whose ancestors have lived 
in France for centuries, are not just as much Frenchmen 
as the others, you can make them believe that the Alsatian, 
who was a German citizen twenty years ago, is also not a 
Frenchman. You can spread the poison to infect the 
Corsican, the inhabitants of Nice, of Brittany, the Flemish, 
the Castilian, and the Basque. Alfred Rosenberg has 
explained this process very clearly. Hence when Goebbels 
launched his anti-Semitic offensive it was designed to pro- 
voke all sorts of ‘autonomisms’ in our country. France 
is a union of small minorities, strongly cemented by 
common language, a common history and genius. If you 
touch one stone of the building France, you risk over- 
throwing the entire structure. 


Anti-Semitism a Slap for Christianity 


“ Thirdly, anti-Semitism, regarded from the philosophical 
and social angle, slaps Christianity in the face. Christ and 
his Apostles were Jews. Judaism is the mother of religions. 
If Judaism is, as the Nazis claim, corrupt, then Catholicism 
and all the other religions arising from it must be tainted. 
It is Christianity and the universal doctrine of right and 
wrong which is really aimed at through anti-Semitism. It 
is the spirit of resignation, of charity, of human feeling, 
which Hitler has sworn to destroy. Jews and Judaism were 
the proclaimed enemy, but the real objective of Nazi attack 
is Christianity. Every good and sincere Catholic ts not, and 
cannot be, an anti-Semite. This truth has been proved in 
recent years by the dignitaries of the Catholic Church. 

“ Fourthly, in general, Frenchmen consider the German 
as their greatest enemies, and the leaders of the Third 
Reich have amply proved that they are. The fact of the 
extreme hate and inhuman attitude of the Germans towards 
the Jews renders the latter more and more the objects of 
sympathy in the hearts of the Frceucn people. 

“ And, last but not least, anti-Semitism not only consti- 
tutes a marvellous ‘apple of discord’ and an unequalled 
means of dividing Frenchmen among themselves (the 
Dreyfus case amply proved it), but it is also an ideal instru- 
ment for driving a wedge between us and the English and 
American peoples, who, owing to their ideological and still 
more to their religious feelings; must violently oppose anti- 
Semitism. If we Frenchmen should fall for the bait of 
anti-Semitic propaganda, then how shall we differ morally 
from the inhuman and barbarous Germans, and how can 
we claim to be fighting for human liberty and civilisation?” 


Widespread Approval 


M. de Kerillis concluded with the following words: 

“Don't you think that the reasons I have enumerated 
are sufficient to make me combat anti-Semitism? I may 
tell you that my opinion in this matter is entirely approved 
by the great majority of the officers of our army, of the 
real and sincere Catholics, and of the bourgeois with whom 
I come in personal contact and with whom I have discussed 
the problem, in speech or writing.” 

I did not argue with M. de Kerillis upon his attitude to 
Zionism—a line of thought which is not new and which 
can easily be refuted. I had come to discuss only his 
wonderful and successful fight against anti-Semitism in 
France. I think it is of the utmost importance to draw the 
attention of Jewish public opinion in general and of 
English-speaking Jews in particular to his campaign. | 

Fighters against anti-Semitism of the type of M. de 
Kerillis are all too few, and the reasons for his fight which 
he enumerated for me are as applicable in every other 
country as they are in France. 
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WHATEVER statesman may or may not have seen 
the notorious eleven-point peace plan, there can 
be no question as to its German origin. It carries on 
its face all the marks of its Nazi paternity. It reeks 
of Nazi trickery. Its aim is the manifest one of 
driving their enemies apart and confusing — their 
counsels. 

Of course there is nothing new about it. It is simply 
another of Hitler’s attempts to get away with his 
loot without a fight. The same amiable longing 
must have been felt by every criminal threatened 
with retribution, though the FURHRER appears to cul- 
tivate a much greater optimism on the point than 
do perhaps his fellow-practitioners. He cherishes an 
ineradicable belief in the folly, weakness, and moral 
cowardice of his opponents, and a corresponding 
faith in his methods of exploiting them. It is well 
known to every experienced detective and criminal 
lawyer that law-breakers rarely deviate from their 
own individual methods. With a sad lack of origin- 
ality, they go on committing the same sort of crime 
in the same sort of way. And so it is with the 
FUPHRER. Long before the war his method had been 
to make sure of his ill-gotten gains by the crude 
means of dividing those countries which might join 
forces to restrain him and the citizens of those coun- 
tries one from another. 


The eleven points of this new world order on the 
HITLER pattern are, no doubt, unofficial at the 
moment. As a “kite” that refuses to rise in the 
political wind they may well be denied and disowned 
by their Clumsy manufacturer. But they correspond, 
more or less, with German ambitions previously re- 
ported, and answer very closely to the general German 
aspirations for domination cloaked under the demand 
for Lebensraum. As such, only one answer can be 
given them by the Allies. It is the answer already 
offered in previous statements of Allied peace aims 
in Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S sturdy speech last Tuesday, 
and in the ringing admonitions of the head of the 
Catholic Church. And it is the answer made only 
last Saturday, at a_ critical moment, by the 
PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES: 

“ To-day.” he said, “ we seek a moral. basis for 
peace. It cannot be a real peace tf it fails to recognise 
brotherhood. It cannot be a lasting peace if the fruit 
of it is oppression, starvation, cruelty, or human life 
dominated by armed camps. It cannot be a sound 
peace if small nations live in fear of powertul neigh- 
bours. It cannot be a moral peace if freedom from 
invasion is denied to the small nations. It cannot be 
an intelligent peace if 1 denies tree passage through- 
out the world to that knowledge of ideals which per- 
mits men to find common ground. It cannot be a 
righteous peace if the worship of God ts denied.” 

These .are, indeed, as the PResipeNnT called them, 
the “fundamentals ~ of any honest and lasting, as 
distinct from a dishonest and transient, peace. They

But, if his presence is more or less continuous, 
Jews cannot be blamed if the memory of his original 
brings always its own hope. “In every generation some 
have risen against us to exterminate us, but the Holy 
One. blessed be He, delivers us out of their hands.” 
His name may be Drumont, or Hitler, or Torquemada, 
but always they fail before the will of a higher Power 
which is more than they, and Israel goes on undestroyed 
—to new trials, maybe, but with unflagging faith in 
redemption. So long as it remembers that lesson of 
history and holds fast to hope and courage, it can breast 
all misfortunes with confidence, and Jews will remain 
as witnesses to the folly and weakness of men who were 
only dust in the balance, and whose very names in many 
cases will one day be scarce remembered.

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“UNADULTERATED BUNK” 


THe Fascist organ in this country recently revived 
the allegation that Mr. I. M. Sieff is the power behind 
the DaiLy MAIL, having, so the Fascists allege, acquired 
the Harmsworth interests. As an article by a corres- 
pondent this week reminds us, this allegation has figured 
in the German broadcasts in English. It was denounced 
last October by Mr. Ward Price, a Director of 
Associated Newspapers, Limited, of which the Dany 
MaIL is One, as a “typical falsehood” and “a first- 
class example of unadulterated bunk with which the 
German announcers poison the air.” Mr. Price went on 
to give rebutting facts, including the statement that the 
DaiLy MAIL 1s, together with its associated publications, 
owned by a public company with close on 20.000 share- 
holders. This position, our correspondent adds on 
unimpeachable authority, remains exactly the same 
to-day. The idea that the Harmsworth interests would 
be sold out in some underhand. or at any rate undis- 
closed, fashion, and a great family link with our con- 
temporary broken in this way is, of course, utterly 
ridiculous. But the fact that the lie has been repeated 
recently, and that Nazis and Fascists, here and abroad. 
keep up this idiotic antiphony, each taking up the 
refrain in turn, testifies to their common mentality and 
methods. The aim of the Fascist organ, too, is borrowed 
from Berlin—to picture the British Press as dominated 
by Jews and as an example of the overwhelming 
Jewish power in the nationa! life. 


“ NOMINEE HOLDINGS 


Or course, the opportunity to exploit such inventions ° 


resides in the practice which enables shares in public 
companies to be held by nominees. How oddly .it may 
operate may be gathered from the fact that in the case 
of a certain weekly, which has recently turned. anti- 
Semitic, the largest single shareholding stands in the 
name of a nominee. But as Fascists try to make so 
much capital out of the system, and having regard to 
the possibilities for deception that it offers to unscrupu- 
lous agitators, should not the principle be established 
by law that the names of actual shareholders, at all 
events in newspapers and news agencies, must. be 
available for the public? . [here may be perfectly legiti- 
mate reasons why this should not be done, and no 
doubt these have influenced the maintenance of the 
present practice. But the necessity of checking muis- 
chievous propaganda is to-day immeasurably greater 
than ever it has been in the past, and it ought not to be 
left to private individuals, by legal action, to take steps 
in a matter which is surely one of public policy, I 
may be objected that even if nominee shareholding tn 
newspapers were abolished, the inventive Fascists would 
only produce another lie out of their inexhaustible 
anti-Jewish fiction factory to create suspicion and to 
excite discontent. But if that were conceded it would 
be an argument for never taking any action at all, and 
for giving the said factory a completely tree run to! 
ever. 


“IRON GUARDS” LET LOOSE 


THE release of 500 members of the Rumanian and 
violently anti-Semitic Iron Guard, who had been 
detained on the charge of complicity in the terrorist 
campaign of two years ago, may or may not have any 
particular international significance. But the freeing 
of these individuals may bode a good deal ol harm for 
the domestic, and especially Jewish, peace in Rumania. 
The measure is explained as one of internal pacification, 
and as an act of grace extended not to the Party as 
such but only to individuals. It does not, we are told, 
imply any change in the policy of the Government. 
It must be remembered, however, that the “ suppres- 
sions” of the Iron Guard Party have been almost as 
numerous as the “ sinkings ” of the Ark Royal, and that 
somehow this Fascist body has always managed to stage 
a resurrection, Nor is it easy to see how members o! 
a group to whose credit, or discredit, lie two terrible 
political murders are suddenly to settle down as 
“ pacified Members of society. Moreover, the Party's 
connection with the Nazis has always been close, and 
a recent report attributed to Hitler a demand for the 
inclusion of an Iron Guard in the Rumanian Cabinet, 
as part of a proposed political and economic pact. 
That the demand was refused may be reassuring up to 
a point. But the intense German drive in the Balkans 
now proceeding, and the presence ol 800 freed Iron 
Guard “ penitents,” who, incidentally, are not showing 
any meek or grateful spirit in return for the act ol grace, 
may well: succeed in forcing by devious paths what a 
direct approach has failed to extorL

MANCHESTER’S PART IN 
REFUGEES APPEAL 


£100 From a Non-Jew 


MR. LASKI CONDEMNS PALESTINE 
LAND LAWS 


[From our Correspondent] 


At the quarterly” meeting of the Council of Man- 
chester and Salford Jews, held at Frankenburg House, 
the President, Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., urged the need 
for the Jewish community to subscribe liberally to the 
appeal issued by the Central Council for Jewish 
Refugees. 

The Government, he said, were prepared to make a 
£1 grant for each £1 collected by the Appeal and every 
Jew should regard it as a privilege to co-operate in 
this matter. The fund needed £400,000 as soon as 
possible. To date, Manchester Jewry had raised £14,000 
and the local Appeal Committee hoped to be able to 
double that figure. 

Mr. Laski announced that a prominent non-Jewish 
citizen of Manchester had sent a cheque for £100 
towards the Refugee Appeal! 


Settling Refugees in Palestine 


On the Palestine question, Mr. Laski said that, as 
far as Opposition to the new Land Laws. was concerned, 
there was no division between “ Zionist” and “ non- 
Zionist.” They condemned these regulations because 
they sought to cramp the progress of Palestine which 
had been so marked in recent years owing to Jewish 
initiative. He was informed that already twenty-six 
Arab villages in Palestine had protested against the 
new laws, which would, he felt sure, disappear in time, 
to be replaced by mutual understanding between the 
Jews and Arabs, In the meantime, Jewish work in 
Palestine must be speeded on, and the new Refugee 
Appeal provided for considerable sums to be devoted 
to the settlement of the refugees in Palestine. 

Mr. Laski reminded the members that he was 
approaching his seventy-seventh birthday, and he 
thought that it was time that they found a new Presi- 
dent for the Council, to take over the burden of 
responsibility for the many matters with which the 
local Jewish community were concerned. 

Mr. Isidore Sandler (Joint Hon. Secretary) reported on 
meetings of the Air Raid Victims Co-ordinating Committee, 
discussions with the Chevra Kadisha regarding 
working of that organisation, and meetings of the Evacua- 
tion Co-ordinating Committee. Mr. Sandler complimented 
the Manchester Shechita Board on the practical way in 
which they had co-operated in the evacuation scheme. 


Co-operation in Evacuation Scheme 


Rabbi Dr. A. Altmann (the Communal Rabbi) reported 
on the co-operation of the Council of Manchester and 
Salford Jews, the Shechita Board. the Talmud Torah. the 
local Jewish Ecclesiastical Council and the Joint Jewish 
Education Board in the evacuation scheme. Ten reception 
areas were covered by four teachers. The new Government 
evacuation scheme was now pending and the question of 
establishing hostels in different areas fof the Jewish 
children from Manchester and Salford was under considera- 
tion. Rabbi Altmann urged that, meanwhile, the present 
scheme should be maintained. 

Councillor Lever (Joint Hon. Secretary), referring to the 
coming into force of the House-to-House Collections Act 
1939, said that the Council was effecting the necessary 
registration with the police authorities of the local Jewish 
charitable institutions. Wonderful work was being con- 
tinued by the Refugee Committee at 42, Deansgate, and 
especially by Mrs. Barash and Messrs. Norman Jacobs and 
I. Apfelbaum.

LIVERPOOL SHECHITA BOARD'S 
FINANCIAL POSITION 


Serious Deterioration 


[From our Correspondent) 


Speaking on the financial position of the Liverpool! 
Board of Shechita at the annual meeting held last week 
at 5, Oxford Street, the President of the Board, My 
B. T. Globe, said;that the year’s working had resulted 
in the loss of a considerable sum of money. They had 
anticipated an improvement. yet there had been a 
decrease of more than £700 on London Shechita and 
t126 on poultry. As far as the current. financial yea: 
was concerned, the first ten weeks showed a comparative 
loss Of £216 on last year’s already depleted income. On 
London Shechita alone during that period the Board 
was £154 down. The position was such that it could 
not be allowed to remain, and approaches were being 
made to the London Board in the matier. 


Agreement on Shechita Fees 


After negotiating with the Liverpool licensed butchers 
about the Shechita fees. a temporary agreement had 
been arrived at. This agreement would be reviewed two 
weeks after the introduction of meat rationing, by which 
time it was hoped to form a clearer idea of the amoun! 
that should be charged for Shechita. 

The presidential report was adopted on the motion o! 
Mr. Jack Morris, seconded by Mr. H. E. Brickman 

It was decided to continue with the levy on poultry 
which had been instituted to benefit local Jewish 
refugees.

THREAT TO LEEDS AGED JEWS 
Saving the Home of Rest 


[From our Correspondent) 


The possibility of having to consider closing the Leeds 
Home of Rest owing to the deplorable financial state, 
thus depriving the poor and bedridden aged people of a 
comfortable Jewish environment, was referred to last 
week at the annual nomination meeting of the Home 
for Aged Jews and Home of Rest, which was presided 
over by Mr. Maurice Myers. The Home of Rest, 
although part and parcel of the Home for Aged Jews, 
is separate in so far as a full nursing staff is required 
to attend to sixteen extra beds, and other cases. 

Active movements were in progress to prevent the 
closure, said Mr. Myers. The Rev. A. S. Super had 
taken an interest in the appeal for assistance, and had 
promised support, and Mr. Mark Labovitch had 
promised to promote a concert which would, if success- 
ful, prove beneficial to the finances. It was, however, 
imperative that the community should increase their 
weekly and annual subscriptions as a regular income. 
In view of the serious falling off of subscribers, it was 
decided to appoint an additional collector to obtain 
new subscriptions, and several ladies were co-optcil 
to the House Committee, on the proposition of Mrs. 
B. Waldenberg. 

The Treasurer, Mr. 1. Goldberger, said that the com- 
munity had not realised the importance of the Home 
of Rest. The Chairman said that they should remember 
the Chief Rabbi's remark in his address at the opening, 
that if only one life were saved in the Jewish environ- 
ment of the Home, it would have served its purpose. 

Mr. J. Brill, the Hon. Secretary, presented the annual 
report, which was approved, and Mr. I. Goldberger sub- 
mitted the draft balance-sheet, which was also agreed to.

THE GERMAN PEOPLE 
UNDER HITLER 


Optimistic Estimate of their Reaction 


The German People Versus Hitler. By 
FRAPNKEL. George Allen and Unwin. 10s.

Mr. Fraenkel’s book deals mainly with the effects of the 
Nazi regime on the various groups and classes of the Ger- 
man population, with their grievances, and with their 
methods of opposition. 

It describes the grievances and the opposition of the 
working. classes, the Confessional Church. the Catholics 
the peasants, craftsmen, shopkeepers, Conservative circles. 
disgruntled Nazis, students, and women. Particularly in his 
description of the working men’s grievances and opposition, 
ihe author reveals a number of new aspects. Apparently 
he himself is, or has been, in close contact with those circles 
and he tells us something of their methods of work. He 
relates a number of incidents, but. naturally it is impossible 
to gauge their importance. 

On the whole, he seems a trifle too optimistic. It is true 
he makes it plain that there is little to be hoped from the 
Army with regard to the overthrow of the Nazi regime. 
But as to the workers’ Opposition he seems rather sanguine. 
While not minimising the Gestapo terror, he underrates the 
effects of continuous Nazi propaganda and the seven years’ 
isolation of the people from the outer world. 

As to the Jews, Mr, Fraecnke! deals with them in one 
exceedingly short chapter, pointing out that there is no 
opposition against the Nazis from the Jews qua Jews. He 
might have stated that the very small proportion of Jews 
among the total population would make any opposition 
nopeless, particularly as they are constantly watched by the 
Ciestapo, It may be doubted whether the author is correct 
in believing that Hitler persecutes the Jews only in order 
to divert the attention of the people from other grievances 
Hitler on this point may be really sincere, whatever his 
underlings’ attitude may be. The author makes rather too 
light of the sufferings of Jews in concentration camps 
parucularly from 1938 onwards. But these are minor 
rmnunts. 

In the main, the book gives some valuable and interesting 
new aspects of life in present-day Germany

When historians come to review, in more peaceful days, 
the happenings of our present epoch, this diary of Dr.

But they will study it not because ut sheds 
any light on the campaigning and wire-pulling that prececed 
Hitler's accession to power: they will use it, rather, to judge 
what manner of man Goebbels himscif was. 

[his book was written some years ago, under the utle 
of “Vom Kaiserhof zur Reichskanzlei.”’ and like every 
thing else that Goebbels did, was obviously written with 
calculated purpose.

PHILOSOPHY AND OUR PROBLEMS 


The Price of Disregarding Values 


Philosophy for Our Times. By C. E. M. Joan. Nelson. 
7s. 6d. net.

Dr. Joad’s latest book starts from the position-——easy these 
days to sustain—that “something is grievously wrong with 
our civilisation. Science has won for us powers fit for 
the gods, yet we bring to their use the mentality of school- 
boys or savages.” He claims that religious belief is on 
the decline, that the restraints of traditional morality are 
no longer respected, and that in politics, art, and culture, 
there is confusion, perhaps almost chaos. 

Can Philosophy, he asks, help us to understand our 
plight? It can convince us, Dr. Joad argues, of this crucial 
truth, that there is a world of values, a world much more 
significant than the physical world of common sense or 
even the world of science. These values are the good, the 
true, the right, and the beautiful; and in man’s quest for 
them lies the deepest meaning of life. 

Dr. Joad applies this doctrine both to the conduct of 
individuals and to the political issues which divide the 


» nations to-day. On these latter questions he favours some 


form of international or federal organisation “which will 
supersede the aggressive nationalism of existing sovereign 
States.”

THE JEW IN ENGLISH LITERATURE 
New Study of an Important Subject 


The Jew in the Literature of England. By Proressor Dr. 


M.F. Mopper. Jewish Publication Society of America, $2.50.

A number of Jewish scholars have previously written 
upon this interesting subject. Dr. Modder is a non-Jewish 
Professor of English at an American college, and the out- 
standing feature of this new study is that it interweaves 
Anglo-Jewish history with the general literature of each 
period and endeavours to show an intimate relationship 
between the mind of the populace and of the governing 
elements and the mind of the author in each generation. 

In the course of time, the modern world began to 
assimilate the teachings of tolerance and humanity in its 
treatment of the Jew, and, as a result considerable improve- 
ment was effected in the public attitude towards the English 
Jew and his social and political status. This marked change 
inevitably influenced poets, dramatists, and fiction writers. 
Dr. Modder rightly points out that literary men have often 
pandered to the current anti-Semitism that has been well 
described as “a mixture of hypocrisy and nonsense,” for 
the purpose of winning popularity. 

The book includes a very full and a very welcome 
bibliography of the subject.

WAR-TIME FARE 


The Meat Ration 


The following recipes will help you to 
make the most of your meat ration: 


Braised Meat Ball 


Minced raw beef, Ilb. One large egg. 
Stale bread, }lb. Onion powder. 
Celery salt. 
Use stale bread without crust (the crusts 
can be baked and used for raspings or eaten 


with cheese), soak in cold water, then 
squeeze dry. Beat up with a fork, mix with 
the meat. and season to taste. Onion 


powder and celery salt are very good, and 
some people like mixed herbs. In any case, 
see that the mixture is well salted and bind 
with a beaten egg. Roll into a ball, slightly 
flatten, and dredge with flour. 

Melt some dripping in a baking tin and 
make very hot, then put the meat in carefully 
and bake in a hot oven for twenty minutes 


Turn over and continue cooking in a 
moderate oven for another three-quarters of 
an hour. 


Onions or artichokes can be cooked around 
the meat ball, and “ jacket ” potatoes baked 


on another shelf or, i preferred, roast 
potatoes around the meat. 
Stewed Breast of Mutton 
Cur the mutton into pieces. Cover with 


cold water, add three or four omions cut in 
halves, and season with salt and pepper. 
Bring slowly to the bol, simmer gently for 
half an hour: then add a cupful of rice and a 
tin of tomatoes, and continue cooking very 
gently for another one and.a quarter hours. 


Meat Pie 


Tus can be made with fresh minced meat 
or left-over cooked meat. Add a_ boiled 
chopped omon and two tablespoonfuls of 
breadcrumbs to half a pound of meat 
Season to taste and moisten with a little 
gravy. Roll out some short crust and line 
a pie plate with half; spread over the meat 
mixture, damp the edges of pastry, and cover 
with the other half. Bake in a moderately 
het oven. If fresh meat is used when the 
pastry is cooked lower the heat and continue 
cooking for another half an hour. 


Meat Roly Poly 


MAKE a suet crust, spread over the meat 
mixture, leaving a margin.all round. Damp 
edges, roll up tightly, and tie in a floured 
cloth. Boil for two hours, and serve with 
thick brown gravy. 

For the meat mixture: Add four ounces 
of skinned sausages to six ounces of minced 
(raw) meat. Add a skinned and chopped 
tomato, two teaspoonfuls of grated onion, 
and salt and pepper to taste. 


Stuffed Cabbage 
A large cabbage. 
Two onions. 
Iwo carrots. 


Sausage meat, 4lb. 
Minced meat, 
Salt, pepper, and stock, 

CHoose a large cabbage with a tight- 
leaved heart. Remove outer leaves, cut in 
halves, scoop out the middle, and fill with 
the sausage and minced meat. Put the two 
halves of cabbage together again and tie 
firmly with tape. 

Suice the Onions and fry lightly in a little 
margarine: add the sliced carrots, the heart 
of the cabbage finely shredded, and season 
with salt and pepper. Place the stuffed 
cabbage on top, pour over a little stock, 
cover tightly, and cook very gently tor three 
hours.

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JEWISH PEACE AIMS 
Mr. Grossman’s Stirring Demands 


LEBENSRAUM ” IN PALESTINE 
AND ELSEWHERE 


Reparations for German Destruction 


“ We must demand adequate restitution for the victims 
of Hitlerism,’ declared Mr. Myer Grossman, speaking 
at a meeting at the Anglo-Palestinian Club on Wed- 
nesday evening of last week under the auspices of the 
Jewish State Party, with Commander O. Locker- 
Lampson, C.M.G., D.S.O., M.P., in the Chair. 

Mr. Grossman expressed his grave anxiety concerning 
the present state of affairs in Jewry, the responsibility for 
which, he said, rested upon the oilicial leadership. They 
had lost a magnificent opportunity to unite the Jewish 
people. 

They must, he went on, contribute their all to the over- 
throw of Hitlerism—for until this was overthrown there 
would be no peace in the world. They must demand, as 
Jews, their place in the battle-grounds of this war, and it was 
therefore only logical that they must repeat their demand 
for Jewish military units. 


Modern Methods Needed to Beat Anti-Semitism 


Mr. Grossman urged the use of the radio in their fight 
against the attacks on the Jewish people. He was afraid 
they were too timid im this fight against the calumniators. 
They must use modern methods and rid themselves of the 
obsolete system of fighting anti-Semitism by sending bulletins 
to the newspapers. They must repeat thew case day in 
day out just as the Germans repeated every day. their attacks 
on the Jews. That was a task not for a single person but 
for organised Jewry. 

After the war though Hitler would be defeated there might 
still remain something of Hitlerism. Anti-Jewish feelings 
and extreme nationalisms might remain. Therein lay the 
danger, and they must be prepared for this possibility. They 
must plan ahead and not repeat the mistakes of the last war. 
They must not be caught napping again. They wanted 
peace and security for mankind, but they also wanted peace 
and security for Israel. 

They wanted recognition of the Jewish nation. That 
meant a Jewish national representation in the concert of 
peoples. They wanted full emancipation, which meant the 
abolition of all anti-Jewish laws and effective guarantees 
for a peaceful existence. 


Living Room for the Jews 


Mr. Grossman here made the statement quoted at the 
beginning and added that they wanted reparation for the 
destruction of Jewish life and property in Germany and 
German-occupied territories. All these demands were, 


however, insignificant in comparison with one fundamental 
demand—living space for the Jewish people, which they 
must make a Jewish and a world slogan. This demand 
for living space must be divided into two parts. The first 
was a Jewish State in Palestine. That implied the right of 
every Jew to settle in Palestine. The second part of this 
demand was land for large-scale resettlement of the up- 
rooted Jewries. Another demand which they must 

pularise immediately was for an international loan for 
ewish reconstruction both in Palestine and elsewhere. 

if, said Mr. Grossman, they were going to solve the 
problem of 16,000,000 Jews, if they were going to establish 
a new order in the Near East, they must have the courage 
and vision to undertake a large-scale redistribution of 
population in Palestine. 


All Settlement Schemes Inside Zionism 


Mr. Grossman advocated the creation of a Middle-East 
Federation with a Jewish State as a member of such a 
Federation. Any attempt, he warned, to establish a large- 
scale Jewish settlement anywhere without a Jewish national 
ideal, without the Zionist ideal, would fail. That was why 
he should like to include any large-scale Jewish settlement 
scheme in the programme of the Zionist Movement-—but 
it should be a Zionist Movement as an all-embracing, 
national movement, with the Zionist Organisation as the 
supreme organ of the Jewish people attending to all its 
needs and solving all its problems. 

He urged the establishment of what he described as a new 
Supreme Council for Jewry--cither a reformed Jewish 
Agency or Zionist Organisation. But it must be a Central 
Organ to speak on behalf of world Jewry, to undertake 
the task of carrying out a tremendous rebuilding pro- 
gramme, to re-establish the Jewish National Home in its 
widest sense. Such a plan was, in his opinion, attainable, 
given a new vigour and determination. 


Commander Locker-Lampson, M.P. 


Commander Locker-Lampson. M.P., recalled that he had 
taken part in the Palestine debate in the House and that he 
was one of three Conservative M.P.s who had voted against 
the Government. He believed, he said, that the Govern- 
ment decision was not unanimous this time in the Cabinet. 
He need say no more. He urged Jewry to be of good cheer 
and said that Jews were not alone to-day. He was ashamed 
that their Government had once again sold the pass in 
Palestine and once more taken its marching orders from 
Hitler. He wished to God that they had a Jew like Disraeli 


in the Government to-day. 


The Jews, said the Commander, ought to be allowed to 
form an army of their own and he thought it was only 
the weakness of the Government which turned that down. 
There had been hundreds of thousands of American Jews 
waiting to serve for Finland, if only they had been given 
a lead. 

There should, he suggested, be two kinds of Jewish 
military units. There should be their own Jewish units 
for home service in Palestine and. for those Jews who were 
not in Palestine, a sort of Forcign Legion to serve overseas. 

Let there, he declared, be a light in every Hebrew 
heart—a “TOM “3—and God would bring them through.

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SOME ESTHER 
LEGENDS 


BY AUNTIE 


Megillah is considerably embellished in 

the Talmud, and I propose to pick out 
some of these stories as they are highly 
interesting and illustrate the fanciful way in 
which the sages of old interpreted Holy 
Writ. Many of these stories relate to 
Haman, who is not spared in the telling 


BARBER 


According to one legend, Haman, betore 
he attained to power, had been a barber 
When he went to lead Mordecai through 
the streets of Shushan, Mordecai protested 
that he could not possibly put on the royal 
robes——it would not be seemly—until he had 
had his hair cut and had been shaved. Esther 
had had all the barbers’ shops shut and so 
Hamen had to cut Mordecai’s. hair. and 
shave him himself. While he was doing so 
he sighed and groaned and Mordecai asked 
him why he was sighing. He replied, ~ The 
man who was esteemed by the king above 
all his nobles has now become a_ bath 
attendant and a_ barber.” Mordecai 
reminded him that he had merely reverted 
to his previous calling.

As they went through the streets they 
passed by Haman house. His daughter 
was looking out of the window, and she 
could not imagine that the man on the 
horse arrayed in the royal robes was any 
other than her father, while the man leading 
the horse must be Mordecai, as she knew 
that her father had gone to the palace 
specially to arrange for Mordecai’s humilia- 
tion or destruction. She had no idea of the 
way in which the tables had been turned. 
She thought that she would take a little part 
in exposing the hated Jew to contempt, so 
she fetched a pail of dirty water and as the 
rocession passed under her window she 
eaned out and threw the contents of the 
pail, as she thought, over Mordecai, but, of 
course, it was Haman whom she hit, and so 
her father continued on his way dripping. 
In several old illuminated Megillahs (some 
can be seen in normal times at the British 
Museum) vou will find this legendary 
incident illustrated and see pictures of 
Haman being spattered with the dirty water. 

It is customary to read the names of the 
ten sons of Haman in a rush without drawing 
breath. This custom is referred to in the

Talmud, which gives more than one explana- 
tion. One is that they all died simul- 
taneously. Another is that they were all 
executed on one gallows. The Talmud also 
draws attention to a peculiarity in the writing 
of the sons’ names, which are arranged in 
tabular form (see Esther ix, 7-9). Usually 
in the Bible songs and other spaced-out 
matter are arranged in such a -way that the 
writing comes over a space in regular 
fashion. Here the spaces are between the 
words, which are all over one another. Or, 
as the Talmud puts it, a whole brick is over 
a whole brick, and not a whole brick over 
half a brick. Another instance is the list 
of the kings of Canaan recounted in 
Joshua xii. The explanation given is that 
these wicked men should never rise again 
from their downfall. They are securely 
covered in type!

The Rabbis say that when Esther went 
unbidden to the king she was accompanied 
by three ministering angels. One held her 
erect, for she was very nervous as to what 
might happen to her for offending against 
one of the strict rules of the Court; another 
was to endow her with extra charm so that 
she might win favour with Ahasuerus, or, as 
the Talmud poetically puts it, to draw a 
thread of grace over her; and the third was 
to stretch the golden sceptre towards her 
without which she might not approach the 
king with her request. A miracle was per- 
formed and the sceptre was specially 
lengthened so that there could be no doubt 
it was stretched in Esther's direction. 


THe BANOUET 


There was some discussion among the 
Rabbis as to the reasons which prompted 
Esther to invite Haman to a banquet. Some 
say that she wanted to set a trap for Haman 
and quote the verse from the Psalms “ Let 
their table become a snare before them.” 
Others suggest that she was actuated by 
higher motives on the lines of the injunction 
“If thine enemy be hungry give him bread 
to eat.” One explanation was that by con- 
senting to eat with Haman she would con- 
ceal further the fact that she was a Jewess. 
The Rabbis say that Ahasuerus was himself 
a bit worried by the invitation to Haman and 
the thought flashed across his mind that the 
Queen and Haman were plotting together to 
kill him. It was for this reason that he 
wanted to make sure there was no one who 
had rendered him a service whom he had 
left unrewarded and so called for the book 
of chronicles to be read to him. It was thus 
that Mordecat’s services in revealing a real 
plot against the king’s life were brought to 
remembrance and Haman’s downfall was 
sealed from that moment. The Rabbis’ com- 
ments all help to bring out the wonderful 
dramatic qualities of the Book of Esther, 
to which I have frequently drawn attention 
in this column.

FASCISTS FINED ON SECRETS CHARGE 


Michael John Ryan (22), of Brooklands Avenue, S.W.. 
formerly a draughtsman employed in the Ordnance 
Survey Department, and Arthur Douglas Haig Green 
(22), of Lainson Street, S.W., both stated to be members 
of the British Union of Fascists, were last week fined 
t2 each with £2 12s. 6d. costs at Bow Street on a charge 
of communicating to Mr. Raven Thomson, editor of 
ACTION, information which might be useful to an enemy. 

Mr. Vincent Evans, prosecuting, said that the police 
had reason to believe Green had received from Ryan 
and passed on to Mr. Thomson certain information 
concerning the production of maps of various countries.

The Echo of Haw-Haw 


[From a Correspondent] 


Mosley’s ACTION, in a recent issue, printed on its front 
page a long article in which it impled that Mr. L. M. Siefi 
was the power behind the Daity Mai, having apparently 
acquired the Harmsworth interests. 

the Damr_y Man. of October 3, 1939, however, contained 
the following paragraph written by Mr. Ward Price, who 
is a director of Associated Newspapers, Limited. Speak- 
ing of the German broadcasts in English, he said that one 
of their typical falsehoods was a statement put out from 
the Cologne and Hamburg stations to the following effect: 
“ The Dany MAI was, recently acquired by a Mr. Israel 
Sieff, head of Marks me Spencer and the controller of the 
British section of Woolworth’s. Since Mr. Sieff acquired 
the Daity Malt, its chief correspondent, Mr. Ward Price, 
who was formerly friendly towards Hitler and enjoyed his 
hospitality, has now seen fit to abuse the Fuhrer, apparently 
in obedience to orders from Mr. Sieff.” 

“ This farrago of fabrication,” comments Mr. Ward Price, 
“is a first-class example of unadulterated bunk with which 
the German announcers poison the air.... The Dairy 
Mait, as all who have seen its published balance-sheets 
must know, does not belong to any individual, nor has it 
been ‘recently acquired’ by anyone. Together with the 
SuNnDAY DispatcH and the EVENING News, it is owned by 
a public company called Associated Newspapers, Limited, 
which has close on 20,000 sharcholders. Its Chairman ts 
the Hon. Esmond Harmsworth. Its directors are all closely 
associated with the conduct of the newspapers concerned. 
I do not suppose any single one of them has ever met Mr. 
Israel Sieff in his life-—certainly I have not--and no one 
of that name owns a single share in the firm.” 

We have it on unimpeachable authority that the position 
is exactly the same to-day. 

All this illustrates most forcibly the close resemblance that 
still exists between the English Fascists and the Nazis.

Investments and Securities 


Investors large and small have played their part 
nobly in making the first great loan of the present war 
a success. The loan for £300,000,000 was over-sub- 
scribed. It is a very large amount of money to find, but 
when the Bank of England came to allot the stock to 
subscribers, those who had applied for amounts exceed- 
ing £50,000 received only 82) per cent. of their 
requirements. 

it is well known that there were many applications 
substantially in excess of £50,000, Insurance companies, 
for instance, sent in subscriptions for sums up to 
£5,000,000. The result of the issue indicates that the 
small man, or at least the average investor, has played 
his part. 

There are dealings in the loan, which carried 3 per 
cent. interest and was offered at t100 per cent, at a 
shade below the tssue price. [he start of dealings 
came on a day of considerable uncertainty. That 
accounts very largely for the small discount, but a 
higher price level is considered probable. 


NEW MINIMUM PRICES 


Every possible step is being taken by the authorities to 
prevent any serious setback in prices for high-class securt- 
ties. The intention is to keep investment values on roughly 
a 3 per cent. basis Doubtless more finance will be 
required for the successful prosecution of the war. 

It is not intended that subsequent loans for war purposes 
will carry rates of interest much higher than that of the 
now successful 3 per cent. issue. One step taken to 
stabilise prices is a decision to fix new minimum prices for 
British Government stocks and other high-class securities 
of a trustee character. 

A minimum price of 98 has been fixed for the new 3 per 
cent. War Loan. Dealings below that level will be impos- 
sible. It will be recalled that last August, before the out- 
break of war. minimum prices were fixed for British Funds. 
That prevented collapse in prices ‘for British Funds at a 
time when the whole world was nervous and dejected as 
a result of threatened war. 


CONFIDENCE IENSTILLED 


Since the fixing of minimum prices for British Funds 
last August there has been remarkable improvement in 
values, The new minimum prices just fixed are very sub- 
stantially above those of that date. For instance, War 
Loan 34 per cent. had a minimum of 88} last August, but 
the new minimum its 95. 

Similarly, Consols 24 per cent. has a present minimum 
of 704 against the old minimum of 62, and Conversion 3} 
per cent. a minimum of 95 against the old of 874. The 
fixing of new minima at the higher levels must give 
investors encouragement. Actual dealings in Government 
stocks are to-day well above the fixed minima. 

The step taken in connection with British Funds by the 
authorities, and which is fully endorsed by bankers and 
dealers in Government stocks, has had a_ favourable 
influence on markets generally. Business at the moment 
may be rather small with so much attention directed to 
Government borrowing and various developmeats in the 
political world, but the undertone may be described as sull 
confident. 


TRADING WITH THE ENEMY 


Members of the London Stock Exchange are warned by 
their Committee to exercise the greatest possible caution 
against dealing with the enemy. There is reason to believe 
that enemy interests are making strenuous efforts to realise 
securities in this country. In particular, attempts are made 
to dispose of bearer bonds through the medium of agents 
in neutral countries, 

Any member trading with the enemy 1s, of course, liable 
to very severe penalties, quite apart from any disciplinary 
action within the Stock Exchange. It should be noted that 
the delivery of a security which is “tainted” passes no 
title to the buyer. The buyer of a bearer security who is 
a member of the public, should see that he has delivered 
to him a good and legal delivery of scrip. 

Members of the Stock Exchange are advised not to act 
on evidence from neutral countries which is not thoroughly 
well known to them. Reference to the secretary of the 
Records Department is invited. That department has 
access to information which may be of help to members 
in deciding upon their proper course of action. 


INITIAL SERVICES PROFITS 


Despite the disturbance of business through the evacua- 
tion of many firms from London, Initial Services Ltd. 
remains in a satisfactory position. The company, it will 
be remembered, specialises in the supply of tea and toilet, 
and delivery services to business firms, and there were fears 
that its business must have been seriously affected. 

In a statement announcing the maintenance of the interim 
dividend at 84 per cent., the directors say that although 
current profits are less than those of the previous year 
“such profits are being earned at a rate sufficient to cover 
the Ordinary dividend of 25 per cent.” paid for the past 
four years. 

The company has had a remarkable record of success 
and the current year will be the first for a long period in 
which no increase in profits will be shown. It is satis- 
factory to know, however, that the anticipated decrease 
will not affect the shareholders’ income. The Ordinary 
capital of £910,000 is divided into 5s. shares which have a 
present market value of about 18s., at which they give the 
attractive yield of over 6} per cent. | 


EASTERN BANK RESULTS 


The report of the Eastern Bank Ltd. for 1939 shows a 
further small setback in the earnings of the bank to 
£104,489, compared with £111,601 previously. The profit, 
it should be noted, is arrived at after taxation and full 
provision for bad debts, contingencies, etc. 

Though the interim dividend was reduced from 3s. to 
2s. per share, the final dividend is maintained at 4s.__ 
share. The shares are of £10 each, and the total distribu- 
tion makes 6 per cent. against 7 per cent. for the year. 
The maintenance of the final payment is encouraging and 
it is notable that the balarce-sheet shows some expansion 
in figures. 

Deposits are £8,202,491, against £7,499,725 a year pre- 
viously. The bank operates in India, Ceylon, the Malay 
States. and Iran, and such figures no doubt reflect the 
greater activity in commodities such as rubber, tin, oil, etc., 
which followed the outbreak of war.

PALESTINE SECURITIES

This new play by Dr. Noel Scott, who has already 
a number of interesting dramatic works to his credit, 
was produced at the Richmond Theatre this week.
